HONEST PAINT LEGISLATION 
PROGRESSES, 


A long step forward toward na- 
tional honest paint legislation was 
taken last week as the result of a 


hearing on the Marshall Bill “for pre- 
venting the manufacture, sale or trans- 
portation of adulterated or unlabel- 
ed paint, turpentine or linseed oil,” 
which was held before the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 


merce, at Washington, on Tuesday, 
April 7. This hearing was well at- 
tended by representatives of all 
branches of the trade liable to be 
affected by legislation of this char- 
acter, including white lead, dry color 
and mixed paint manufacturers, var- 


nish makers and others. The hearing 
was very interesting, and the members 
of the committee showed they were 
alive to the subject by the very perti- 
nent questions they asked of those who 
had come to express their views upon 
the pending legislation. The entire 
question was very fully discussed, but 


it is unnecessary to comment in de- 
tail here, as we publish elsewhere in 
this issue of the Reporter a full re- 


port of the proceedings, which we ad- 
vise all those interested in the subject 
to read carefully and preserve for fu- 
ture reference, since the Reporter was 
the only trade publication represented 
at the hearing, and no other complete 
report will be published. 
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As a result of the hearing the Dal- 
zell Bill, which had been offered as a 
substitute for the Marshall Bill, has 
been withdrawn, and Mr. Marshall, 
having accepted certain modifications 
and amendments that were suggested 
to him at a conference held after the 
hearing and participated in by repre- 
sentatives of the various interests 
connected with the paint trade, has in- 
troduced his bill in amended form. 
The Marshall Bill as amended has been

The obstinacy of the men, however,

This left only about one-tenth of the 
number of hand-operated factories in 
blast and very blue prospects for the 
immediate future. Not until they had 
practically wrecked the industry which 


fires 


supported them did the men come to 
their senses, and when at last they 
had agreed to accept the sliding scale 


factories were once more put in opera- 
tion. 

Before this point was reached, how- 
ever, the ranks of labor had been split. 
The blowers and gatherers on one side 
and the flatteners and cutters on the 
other fought over the question of terms 
with the manufacturers. The blowers 
from the essential nature of their call- 
ing had hitherto been able to control 
the Amalgamated Association of Win- 
dow Glass Workers of America and the 
cutters and flatteners had many times 
been per force obliged to acquiese to 
their dictation. They now saw a pos- 
sible chance of getting even. The ma- 
chine had interfered so seriously with 
the importance of the blower that he 
found himself in even a weaker posi- 
tion than his co-laborers and the latter 
then sought to throw him off alto- 
gether. To this end suit was brought 
in the Court of Common Pleas at Cleve- 
land praying for a dissolution of the 
labor organization and for a distribu- 
tion of its funds. 

We had at this time to 
draw attention to the fact that the un- 
fortunate failure of the men to come 
to reasonable terms with their emplo}- 
ers would place both in an unenviable 
position and redound greatly to the 
advantage of the machine manufactur- 
ers. That this surmise proved eventu- 
ally as correct as it appeared plain at 
the time, is shown by the facts to-day.

for the company controlling the ma- 
chines is in absolute mastery of the 
situation, The independent factories, 


to an alarming extent are either closed 
or about to close, and the men ure out 
in the cold. A year ago there were in 
blast some 2,700 to 2,800 pots, as against 
S00 900 pots four weeks age. The 
independent manufacturers, nowever, 
encouraged by the prospects for spring 
trade, increased the number since that 
time by about 600, so that there are in 
operation to-day probably 1,400 or 1,500

Unfortunately the spring demand has 
fallen far short of expectations, and 
while in comparison with other years 
the stocks carried by manufacturers 
and jobbers do not appear to be unduly 
heavy, yet there is altogether too much 
glass in sight for a healthy market, 
and competition is playing havoe with 
net earnings. It is estimated that the 
consumption of window glass in this 
country has fallen off 25 to 35 per cent. 
against spring demands of other years, 
so the weakness of the situation may 
be readily recognized. 
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To add to the discomforture of the 
independent hand operated factories, 
the announcement last Wednes- 
day at the meeting of the Eastern Win-

age reduction in price of 7 to 10 per 
cent. The effect of this cut at this 
particular time will be disastrous to 
competing concerns. Even with the 
cost of labor materially reduced—for 
men who demanded and were paid 
from $75 to $100 per week are now 


working for from $15 to $20—still the 


advantatge of the machine makes it 
impossible for 
compete and live at the newly estab- 
lished market values. One manufac- 
turer who was present at the meeting, 
stated that the cut would remove the 
last vestige of profit, and that sooner 
than operate at a loss, probably 600 pots 
would go out of blast at once. 

The men have naturally to suffer 
with the manufacturers, and they have 
the added misery of knowing that 
they themselves have been the main 
cause of their own undoing. Had they 
stood by those who employed them in- 
stead of raising insuperable obstacles 
to the progress of the industry which 
furnished them a living, wages might 
be more than double of what they are 
now and comparatively few would 
have been thrown out of employment. 
Had they accepted a sliding scale as 
proposed to them two or three years 
ago, and joined issue with the hand 
operating factories, they more than 
likely could have beaten the machine 
or at least have materially curtailed its 
power to do them damage. Instead 
they have consistently played into the 
hands of their enemies and now the 
end has come, 

The machine will turn our four times 
as much work as a man and requires 
no great skill to operate it, but it was 
not a success at the start, and hand- 
made glass was able to hold its own 
by reason of its superior quality. At 
first the product of the machine was 
confined to the smaller sizes, owing to 
the extensive loss by breakage when it 
came to the bigger sheets and the qual- 
ity of the glass itself was not up to 
that of the hand-made product. But ow- 
largely to the excessive demands 
of labor every energy was bent to 
make improvements, and the efforts 
have to a large extent proved success- 
ful. The larger sizes are now readily 
turned out and the quality is admitted- 
ly better.

In connection with the manufacture 
of glass in this country it might be re- 
marked here that there has all along 
been no logical reason why the Ameri- 
can product should have been inferior 
to the foreign except a mad desire to 
turn out cheap goods at a rapid pace. 
Had our manufacturers been content 
to go slower and take more pains, and 
had they not been hampered by an 
exorbitant wage their goods 
might readily enough have ranked with 
the best imported. But with the wages 
of skilled men so materially cut, it is 
not unreasonable to see a flood of poor 
glass upon the market. Hand-made 
glass has for this reason in many in- 
deteriorated, while the ma- 
chine product was improving, The 
power of the concern behind the ma- 
chine is therefore materially strength- 
ened by the combinations of circum- 
stances, and if they are disposed to 
enter upon a war of extermination 
against their weaker competitors they 
have much if not everything in their 
favor.

After a twenty-nine-day cruise, one 
of the longest on record, the steamer 
Adventure arrived at St. Johns, 


N. F., last Tuesday night, and reported 
an unfavorable season for the sealing 
fleet. Two steamers were reported lost 
and four badly crushed by ice floes. 
The crews of the wrecked vessels es- 
caped. The fleet left St. Johns early 
in March on the annual cruise. Until 
the arrival of the Adventure none of 
the steamers had been heard from. On 
board of the vessel were several mem- 
bers of the crew of the steamer Panther, 
The Panther and the steamer Walrus 
were crushed in the ice and sunk. It 
is estimated that the total catch of 
seals by the end of April will reach 200,- 
000, an amount considerably below the 
average. The catch to date is estimated 
at about 150,000. 
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The Ontario authorities have decided 
to remove the embargo against the ex- 
port of hemlock bark. 


It is stated that Chinese officials are 
to be sent to India to see how the salt 
trade is handled in that country, with 
the idea of adopting similar regulations 
for China,

Damage to the 
extent of $30,000 resulted.

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~ New Jersey Paint Bill Defeated. 


The Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, of 
Newark, N. J., met in the Board of 
Trade rooms on April 4 and unanimously 
adopted the following resolutions con- 
demning House bill No. 270, which was 
then before the New Jersey ,Legisla- 
ture:— 

Whereas, As there has been introduced in 
the Assembly, House Bill No. 270, which we 
know will work grave injustice to every dealer 
in New Jersey, of which there are over five 
hundred in number, as it is drastic in its pro- 
visions and we are surprised at its objects 
which penalizes us to $50 fine or sixty days 
in jail, and having heard no outery from con- 
suming public, we feel that this bill is an 
unwarranted attack upon us as citizens and tax 
payers throughout the State. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we appeal to our representa- 
tives at Trenton in behalf of all paint dealers 
in New Jersey, and ask that bill No, 270 be 
not passed at this session or until it can be 
amended by your constituents who are familiar 
with the trade’s wants, 

A copy of the resolutions was sent to 
each member of the Jersey Legislature. 
Besides sending these resolutions a num- 
ber of paint manufacturers went to Tren- 
ton and appeared before the committee 
having the bill in charge, and presented 
arguments as to why the bill should not 
pass,

“In behalf of my established business as a 


paint grinder in Jersey City I do most earn- 
estly desire that this Assembly bill, No. 270, if 
the committee should report it to the Assembly 
and it should come before your honorable body 
you will do all in your power to defeat it. It 
has been presented by Attorney Wall, of Jersey 
City, in the interest of the National Lead 
Company, of New York city. Universally the 
paint grinders, jobbers and retailers of paint 
in our State are opposed to it, it being a bill 
that has been passed in the legislatures of the 
West in only three States, and is in its experi- 
mental stage there, and, to my mind, unfair 
and which would bring about many hardships, 
not only to the manufacturers throughout our 
own State, but it would put the jobber of 
paints in a very trying position. The Phila- 
delphia manufacturers favoring this bill having 
agencies in the West have had to comply with 
the very extraordinary conditions made in the 
small number of Western States. The Eastern 
manufacturers, particularly those of our State 
(New Jersey), would be willing and helpful in 
passing a paint bill that would have no un- 
fortunate conditions that are plainly set forth 
in this Assembly bill No, 270, 

“Tam convinced that thé recent action of the 
Eastern Paint Grinders’ Association, composed 
of all the large grinders in the Eastern States, 
coming out flatly for no legislation at this 
time, and later on, if legislation is thought 
wise, to form a so-called perfect paint bill in 
the legislatures of our Eastern States, a bill 
carefully considered, that would be pleasing to 
all grinders, jobbers, retailers, painters and 
consumers, to my mind, would be the proper 
and most intelligent way of settling this ques- 
tion.”’ 

We have been informed by one of the 
manufacturers who was active in the 
work against the bill that the committee 
having it in charge is convinced of its 
unfairness, and will not report it.

Chrome Pigments Stimulate Rather 
than Inhibit Corrosion. 

Washington, D. C., April 9, 1908. 
Paint, Oil Drug Reporter 

In a recent publication under 
May 10, 19077 (Bulletin No. 30, Office of 
Public Roads, U, S. Department of Agri- 
culture), entitled ‘“Che Corrosion of Iron,”’ 
the writer discusses the possibility of using 
certain inhibitors in the priming coats of 
paints and other protective coverings. 
The suggestion was publicly made that 
slightly soluble chromates should be the- 
oretically the best protectives to apply to 
iron and steel surfaces. Numerous chrome 
pigments have been tested by the writer 
in reference to their inhibition value, the 
work having been done in large part pre- 
vious to the publication of the bulletin 
above cited. Owing to included impurities, 
many of the commercial chrome pigments 
have been found to stimulate rather than 
inhibit corrosion, and the use of these 
for such purposes should be carefully 
guarded against. It has been found, how- 
ever, that zinc chromate and a pigment 
made by precipitating barium and calcium 
chromates in molecular proportions give 
excellent results in the absence of impur- 
ities, such as sulphates, chlorides, etc. 
Prussian blue has also proved itself 
among the best of the rust inhibitors, so 
that excellent formulae can be devised for 
good greens, using the above pigments 
with small amounts of pure calcic carbo- 
nate, and magnesium silicates, etc. Some 
of the basic orange chromates have also 
given good results. 

It has been reported that 
recently been applied for on a combina- 
tion of zinc chromate with linseed oil as 
an inhibitive coating for iron and steel. 
The details of the claims cannot yet be 
known, but in view of the general pub- 
lication of the writer's results, it does not 
seem that the grant of such a patent 
would be justified. It is the policy of this 
department to give out the information 
it obtains for the free use of everyone in 
the country, and particularly to safeguard 
the interests of the farmers. It would 
be a misfortune, in case these inhibitive 
formulae prove themselves of high pro- 
tective value, that their general use 
should be tied up by individual patent 
claims.

No Agreement Between Consorzio 
and Union Sulphur Company, 
Washington, D. C., April 3, 1908. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

I shall be very much obliged to you 
if you will Kindly publish in your paper 
the following statement concerning the 
sulphur situation:— 

“IT am in receipt of an official com- 
munication stating that there is no truth 
in the reports which have been circulat- 
ing for some time in this country, namely 
that the Consorzio and the Union Sul- 
phur Company had made an agreement. 

There has been an exchange of views 
between the two concerns with the pur- 
pose of studying the way how to increase 
the consumption of brimstone. [| am 
aware, for instance, that of late it has 
been ventilated the possibility of using 
sulphur ores (namely, the mineral as it 
comes out from the mines) instead of py- 
rites in the sulphuric acid making indus- 
try. The Italian Ministry of Commerce 
has had some interesting experiments 
made by Prof. Oddo, of the University of 
2avia, which show that the sulphuric 
acid makers could use with profit sulphur 
ores instead of pyrites in their industry. 

Sicily will continue to sell its sulphur 
in the United States. Sicilian brimstone 
sells now at a little less than the domes- 
tic product and at less than_it sold when 
the Anglo-Sicilian Sulphur Company was 
in existence, 

The Sicilian producers are not willing, 
however, to begin a ruinous competition 
with the American concern. Such a sort 
of competition would tend to demoralize 
the sulphur market and should not be 
wished by the American buyers whose in- 
terests are better protected by a steady 
market.

Washington, April 10, 1908. 
were had before the House 
on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce on Tuesday, the 7th instant, 
upon the honest paint bill introduced by 
Representative Marshall, of North Da- 
kota, and were followed by results which 
far exceeded the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of the advocates of this important 
legislation. After two protracted sessions 
occupying the entire day, during which 
there was avery free exchange of 
opinion, Mr. Marshall met half a score of 
the principal representatives of the trade 
in his private office and formally accepted 
practically all the amendments suggested. 
Those who took part in the conference 
thereupon expressed themselves as en- 
tirely satisfied with the bill and Mr. Mar- 
shall on Wednesday, the 8th instant, re- 
introduced it in its perfected form and 
caused it to be again referred to the Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce, The outlook for the passage of 
this measure has been vastly improved as 
the result of the hearings and, although 
movements of such importance rarely 
eventuate in so short a period, Mr. Mar- 
shall hopes that his bill will become a law 
before the adjournment of the present 

Congress. 

A highly representative gathering of 
men prominent in the paint trade marked 
the opening of the hearings on Tuesday 
morning. Among those present were 
George L, Gould, of Gould & Cutler, 
president of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association; John M. Peters, 
chairman of the Legislative Committee of 
the Association: W. W. Lawrence, vice- 
president of the National Lead Company; 
M. D. Cole and W. A, Thompson, of the 
Nationa! Lead Company; John Dewar, of 
the International Association of Master 
Painters and Decorators; William E. 
Lucas, of John Lucas & Company, presi- 
dent of the Paint Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States; Y. A. Lane, 
of John Lucas & Company: George B.

encountered by the trade in its efforts to 
meet the demands of the diverse require- 
ments of existing State laws and would 
obviate much of the difficulty exnerienced 
in preventing the enactment of drastic 
local statutes.

The criticism of the Marshall bill 
directed against four minor features 
mav he stated briefly as follows:— 

First, that the bill did not make proper 
provision for stocks that might be on 
hand upon the taking effect of the law. 

Second, that it. is not practicable to 
analyze varnishes which therefore should 
be exempted from the provisions of the 
proposed law 

Third, that the prohibition in the bill of 
the use of articles of “inferior quality” 
is too vague and should he modified by 
the substitution of the phrase “of in- 
ferior quality to that claimed on the 
lahel.”’ 

Fourth, that the requirements concern- 
ing the detailed statement on the lahel re- 
garding the composition of the coloring 
materials were impracticable and should 


he simplified. 

At the conferences with Mr. Marshall 
held after the hearing amendments were 
adopted meeting all these points. Section 
% was amended so as to require the Sec- 
retaries of the Treasury, Agriculture and 
Commerce and Labor in making regula- 
tions for carrying out the provisions of 
the act to inelude provision ‘‘for fair dis- 
nosition of stocks on hand at the time 
this act takes effect."” Section 6 of the 
bill was amended by the insertion of a 
proviso to the effect that the term “paint’”’ 
“shall not include varnishes, janans and 
driers.”” In section 7, subdivision A, re- 
lating to the adulteration of paints the 
words “which cheapens or dehases its 
character or increases its weight or vol- 
ume without a corresponding increase in 
value” were stricken out, thus nermitting 
the sub-section to stand as a prohibition 
against the presence of any substance 
“other than those mentioned on the la-

bei.”” Subdivision B of this section was 
modified so as to prohibit the use of ‘“‘ar- 
ticles of inferior quality to that claimed 
on the label.’’ Section 8 was amended by 
adding to subdivision C a statement to 
the effect that “‘in the case of paint other 
than white paint, where more than one 
coloring material is used, the several col- 
oring materials may be shown by their 
combined percentage, in which case it 
shall be necessary to state the name and, 
with substantial accuracy, the chemical 
analysis of each of such constituent col- 
oring materials.’”’ Subdivision D of this 
section was amended by striking out the 
requirement that the percentage composi- 
tion of varnish, japan or other driers 
shall be shown. Section 13 was modified 
so as to provide that the proposed law 
shall take effect one year after the date 
of its passage, instead of six months, 
The bill as thus perfected and as reintro- 
duced by Mr, Marshall on the 8th inst. 
will be found in another column, the 
parts stricken out being indicated in 
brackets and the added matter in cap- 
itals,

of its early enactment, especially in view 
of the movement on foot in several States 
looking to the adoption of laws which 
would tend to increase the confusion that 
will continue to perplex and embarrass 
the trade until a rational and comprehen- 
sive federal law is adopted. 

The hearing opened at 10.30 a. m, on 
Tuesday, with Acting Chairman James 8. 
Sherman, of New York, in the chair. The 
members of the committee present were 
Representatives Wanger of Pennsylvania, 
Mann of Tilinois, Lovering of Massachu- 
setts, Stevens of Minnesota, Esch of Wis- 
consin, Kennedy of Ohio. Adamson of 
Georgia, Bartlett of Georgia and Russell 
of Texas Representative Marshall, the 
author of the pending bill, made a gen- 
eral statement of the object of the meas- 
ure as follows:— 


As author of H. R. 17824, I desire to submit 
to this committee a brief statement prelimi- 
nary to the hearing of those who will treat the 
subject more or less from a technical stand- 
point. 

The measure is framed strictly along the 
lines of the pure food law: its execution would 
he by the same officials, and it would operate 
in practically the same way 

It covers the manufacture of paint in 
territory or the District of Columbia, 
any paint that enters into interstate or for- 
eign commerce, providing penalties for the 
adulteration or mislabeling of any such paints. 

It is by no means a “pure paint bill’’—that 
is, it does not undertake to define what shall 
or shall not be pure paint; it is intended to be 
an “honest paint law.’’ 

Reduced to its final 
ply provides that paints 
as to show the genuine 
proportions of each, leaving it 
purchasers to inform themselves 
merits of the paint, when advised 
constituents 

A large proportion of the paints now in use 
are known as ‘‘Ready Mixed,’’ which are sold 
by the gallon in sealed packages. While many 
brands of these paints are made up of honest 
material, properly combined, and sold at full 
weight. there are numerous brands that are 
fraudulent, resulting in enormous profit to the 
manufacturer, and consequent loss and serious 
inconvenience to the consumer. The frauds 
are not all confined to ready mixed paints. 

TI do not deem it necessary to enlarge on this 
feature of the subject, for proof is everywhere 
at hand of the inferior quality of many of 
the paints, and T presume there is not a mem- 
ber of this committee who is not well aware 
of this fact 

It is the intent of this bill to provide for a 
workable law which will, on the one hand, 
protect the people against inferior paints and 
at the same time work no injury to honest 
manufacturers. As a matter of fact, proper 
legislation ought to be a help rather than 
a hindrance to a manufacturer who is willing 
to make honest goods and sell them in an 
honest way 

The measure has been 
care, and with the assistance 
Ladd, Pure Food Commissioner 
of North Dakota, the author 
Dakota pure paint law recently sustained by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. IT 
doubt if any man in the United States has a 
wider knowledge of the subject than Professor 
Ladd In addition to this, the Bureau of 
Chemistry has been consulted at all times, and 
the views of many paint manufacturers and 
users of paint have been considered. 

The measure may, of course, be defective in 
some details, but the principles involved in 
the bill are along right lines and should be 
retained 

The North Dakota law, 
ferred, is a strictly pure paint 
absolutely what is pure paint, and there will 
doubtless he those who will feel that this 
hill should have been along precisely the same 
line. but in a spirit of concession the friends 
of the measure and T have felt that it would 
he wiser to offer a less drastic measure, which, 
while possibly not affording quite all the pro- 
tection to purchasers to which they are enti- 
tled, would be a vast improvement over pres- 
ent conditions. There are those, of course, who 
will appear before you who will object to one 
and another of the provisions of this bill: and 
others want no legislation 

Rriefly stated the bill provides:— 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful to man- 
ufacture, within any Territory or the District 
of Columbia, any paint, ofl or turpentine which 
is adulterated or unlabeled within the meaning 
of this act 

Section 2 makes it unlawful to introduce in 
interstate or foreign commerce, etc., any such 
paint Section 2 also has the following pro- 
viso:—‘‘And provided further, that nothing in 
this act shall prohibit a manufacturer of paint, 
turpentine, or linseed oil to sell upon a written 
contract to a consumer. for use only on prod- 
ucts of his own manufacture, goods unlabeled 
to their ingredients, but bearing conspic- 
uously the printed statement that thev are 
made in accordance with a private formula 
Provided, that no paint, turpentine or linseed

Sections 3, 4 and 5 are all administrative. 

Section 6 defines paint as follows:— 

“See. 6. The term ‘paint’ as used in this 
act shall include all pigments, dry or in any 
kind of oil, or any substance or compound 
used or intended for use in paint, paste or 
semi-paste paint, and liquid or mixed paint 
ready for use. The product ‘linseed oil’ is de- 
fined to be the oil obtained from seeds of the 
flax plant, Linum usitatissimum, Linnaeus. 
The product ‘turpentine’ is defined to be the 
light oil obtained from coniferous trees.’’ 

Sec, 7. That for the purpose of this act an 
article shall be deemed to be adulterated:— 

(a) If any substance be present, other than 
those mentioned on the label, which cheapens or 
debases its character or increases its weight or 
volume without a corresponding increase in 
value.

That for the purposes of this act an article 
shall also be deemed to be improperly labeled :— 

First. If it be an imitation of or offered for 
sale under the name of another article. 

Second. If the contents of the package as 
originally put up shall have been removed, in 
whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package, or if the package 
fails to bear a statement on the label of the 
quantity or proportion of each ingredient con- 
tianed therein. 

Third. If in package form and the contents 
are not stated plainly and correctly in terms 
of net weight or measure on the outside of the 
package. 

Fourth. If the package containing it or its 
label shall bear any statement, design or de- 
vice regarding the ingredients or the substances 
contained therein, which statement, design 
or device shall be false or misleading in any 
particular. 

Sec. 9. That no dealer shall be prosecuted 
under the provisions of this act when he can 
establish a guaranty signed by the wholesaler, 
jobber, manufacturer or other party residing in 
the United States, from whom he purchases 
such articles, to the effect that the same is 
not adulterated or improperly labeled within 
the meaning of this act, designating it. Said 
guaranty, to afford protection, shall contain 
the name and address of the party or parties 
making the sale of such articles to such dealer, 
and in such case said party or parties shall be 
amenable to the prosecutions, fines and other 
penalties which would attach, in due course, to 
the dealer under the provisions of this act. 

Sections 10, 11 and 12 are administrative. 

Section 13. That the act shall be in force 
six months from date of passage and approval, 


Mr. Marshall then introduced Prof. 
Ladd, Pure Food Commissioner of North 
Dakota, who said:— 


“T would say to the committee that we 
found, after an examination of a majority of 
the paints sold in North Dakota, that they were 
both adulterated and misbranded, adulterated 
in the sense that they represented themselves 
as heing something else; that the products 
which were sold as containing white lead some- 
times contained no white lead whatever; and 
that paints with their constituents labeled as 
white lead and zine oxide did not contain such 
And also that paint which had a high standard 
contained as much as 20 to 24 per cent. of 
water in the liquid portion. We found that 
the department stores, the catalogue houses 
and those manufacturers of cheap paints were 
coming into the State and flooding it by un- 
derselling the good paint, injuring the work of 
the State and the protection of the buildings 
themsglves. And so North Dakota undertook 
to reigalate the sale of paint in the State, but 
they have gone much further than Coneress- 
man Marshall has gone in his bill. They have 
established a plan, and have said that paint 
of a certain standard need not be labeled, but 
all other paint must show every ingredient 
contained in. the same, and the law under 
which that has been done has been sustained. 
We can enforce that law in North Dakota ac 
far as the products of the State are con- 
cerned, and IT come here representing the con- 
sumer in whom I am interested, and also as 
an officer of the State whose duty it has been 
to enforce the pure food and paint laws of 
North Dakota. 

In attempting to enforce those laws we hav’ 
found that we cannot reach the catalogue 
houses and those manufacturers who are mak- 
ing a spurious paint. Sometimes the paint 
is of such a character that after a few months’ 
time it wil. completely peel off. That char- 
acter of paint is shipped into the State direct- 
ly to the consumer, and we cannot reach the 
regulation of it. A national law would reev- 
late that fault and enable us to co-operate 
with the national authorities in the regulation 
and sale of that class of paints in the States. 

As showing you what the character of those 
paints is, I will hand around a photograph 
taken nine months after a paint was put on a 
house, ana was a paint handled by one of the 
catalogue houses. 


Mr. Richardson:—Please explain what 
that document is. 

Prof. Ladd:—It is an address made by 
myself upon the pending legislation be- 
fore the Association of Testing Engineers 
of the United States. T also have here a 
bulletin which shows the analysis, which 
is the official document from the North 
Dakota experiment station showing the 
results of our investigations in that State. 

Mr. Hubbard:—Have you copies of the 
North Dakota law? 

Prof. Ladd:—Yes. 

Mr. Hubbard:—Is it 
same bulletin? 

Prof. Ladd:—It is contained in the same 
bulletin, and this bulletin also contains 
the pending law. 

Mr. Wanger:—Please give those to the 
stenographer, in order that they may 
appear in connection with your state- 
ment. 

Mr. Richardson:—Then the difficulty is 
that when vou get outside of the effect of 
the North Dakota law into other States 
you get into trouble? 

Prof. Ladd:—Yes, sir A great many 
manufacturers endeavor to construe that 
meaning so far as method of labeling is 
concerned, and it is very important that 
the paints shall be truthfully labeled. 
Sometimes the labels of the paints on the 
market are evasive as they can be. For 
instance, they will say that this is 


contained in the 





barium sulphate, and it is quite different 
whether it is or whether it is not, and it 
is also quite different whether it is pre- 
cipitated calcium carbonate or marble 
dust or chalk, 

Mr. Esch:—You use these technical 
terms, but I would like to ask how much 
of that information would be of ad- 
vantage to a consumer? 

Prof. Ladd:—It would be no information, 
but we hope that the public will be more 
educated and come to a_ better under- 
standing of what the labels should show 
as to the names of the ingredients, such 
names as barytes, white lead, sublimed 
lead, lead, chalk and marble—if they put 
those in, together with water—— 

Mr. Mann:—Do they put in much chalk 
or marble? 

Prof. Ladd:—According to 
there is a great deal of it. 

Mr. Mann:—What value is that to 
paint? 

Prof. Ladd:—I would not attempt to 
say. We have a paint, a photograph of 
which I am passing around, that is made 
of that class of material, and in nine 
months the paint seales off, and at the 
end of a little more than a year there is 
practically no paint on that section what- 
ever. 

Mr. Mann:—Because of the chalk and 
marble, or on account of the oil? What 
effect does chalk or marble have? 

Prof. Ladd:—I would not attempt to say, 
but because of the two combined, though 
another can of material 

Mr, Mann:—If you do not know, pro- 
fessor, whether the paint is good or not, 
how would an ordinary purchaser know 
anything about it? 

Prof. Ladd:—We would not attempt—my 
idea is this, that when you label it and 
show what there is in there, and show 
the names of the ingredients, then the 
public will become educated the same as 
it has in food matters in our State, and 
select a paint upon their experience, tak- 
ing that paint which will give the best 
results. 

Mr. Mann:—I have asked what 
chalk and marble do, how they act. You 
cannot tell, and I would ask you how can 
an ordinary purchaser tell? What good 
does it do to put this formula on the can? 

Prof. Ladd:—When you have made @ 
paint of pure white lead there would be 
no chance for this kind of a fraud. 

Mr. Richardson:—Under the North Da- 
kota laws, as I understand it, a man puts 
a label upon the paint, and I would like 
to ask who is authorized under that law 
to say that that label is truthful? 

Prof. Ladd:—It is the duty of the Food 
Commissioner of the State; the duty of 
the experiment station to appoint an 
agent whose duty it is to see that the 
law is enforced, 

Mr. Richardson:—Do you know of 
aminations made upon this subject? 

Prof. Ladd:—I do. 

Mr. Richardson:—Have you 
body practicing fraud? 

Prof. Ladd:—In 9 per cent. of the ex- 
aminations, there was fraud either in the 
label or in the name of the constituents 
entering into the products. 

Mr. Kennedy:—I am afraid that your 
answer, that you do not know of what 
use chalk and marble are, is a little mis- 
statement of what you intend. You did 
not mean to express an opinion that those 
constituents are as good as white lead? 

Prof. Ladd:—No, I would rather leave 
that for others to decide. When you buy 
a product, and suppose that you are buy- 
ing white lead, and you get chalk, you 
have a product that chemically has a dif- 
ferent value with regard to wearing. I 
do not care to say anything further, or 
to enter into any controversy in regard 
to these things at this time. 

Mr. Hubbard:—Are you able, under the 
law of North Dakota, to completely pro- 
tect the purchaser in that State? 

Prof. Ladd:—No. 

Mr. Hubbard:—For what reason? 

Prof. Ladd:—For the reason that the 
catalogue houses, and the manufacturers 
of low grade paints ship directly to the 
consumer in this way, and we are not 
able to reach that class of paint. 

Mr. Hubbard:—Rut so far as the pur- 
chaser may buy from the regular dealer, 
you can protect him under the North Da- 
kota law? 

Prof. Ladd:—Yes, and we do protect 
him. Every can of paint, so far as I am 
aware, is labeled. 

Mr. Richardson:—You want to get a 
law through Congress that will prevent 
the men on the outside from sending that 
paint in, and create a standard on the 
part of the government so as to allow the 
States to co-operate with the government 
and have a uniformity in the value of 
paints? 

Prof. Ladd:—Yes, but we do not at- 
tempt to create a standard here. North 
Dakota, however, creates a standard. 

Mr. Richardson:—And that is where I 
think you fall down. 

Prof. Ladd:—My idea is that there 
should be a standard, but I believe if you 
cannot get a whole loaf, you had better 
take two-thirds of it. 

Mr. Richardson:—But standards are pro- 
vided in the pure food law. 

Prof. Ladd:—The paint manufacturers 
of the country, through my coming in con- 
tact with them, have led me to believe 
that my views do not harmonize with 
theirs, and I have therefore stated my 
views in this way, that if every paint 1s 
labeled with its true composition, then 
the public will be educated to understand 
what the constituents are. On the other 
hand, if we establish a standard, then 
you can go in and select a paint which 
is not labeled, and get a good one. 

Mr. Richardson:—Do you not think that 
the best way to educate the public is, 
that if a man violates a law to have him 
punished? 

Prof, Ladd:—Yes, sir. 
Mr. Adamson:—All you ask is that the 
label shall indicate what the contents are, 
and that the contents shall come up to 
the description? 

Prof. Ladd:—Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ryan:—If a can has a label on it 
stating that the paint is composed of 
white lead and zinc, but instead the 
manufacturers have put in chalk, then 
the man is cheated, because chalk is a 
much cheaper constituent? 
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Prof. T.add:—Much cheaper, and in view |

Mr. Esch:—Would the placing of the 
names of the ingredients on a package 
disclose the formula? 

Prf. Ladd:—Not necessarily at all. 

Mr. Russell:—Do you know what pro- 
portion is shipped in your State from the 
catalogue houses, and direct to the con- 
sumer? 

Prof. Ladd:—The amount shipped by 
the catalogue houses at the present time 
is small compared to what it was two 
years ago. We have not got the public 
educated up yet, but I should say that 
in the rural sections pretty nearly one- 
fourth of the paint, two years ago, was 
bought through department stores and 
catalogue houses. 

Mr. Raissell:—Will 
educated by seeing 
more durable, lasting 
the paint received from 


houses? 

Prof. Ladd:—A man buys a cheap 
paint, puts it on his house, and at the 
end of six months or a year it begins to 
peel off, and he decides that he _ will 
buy a good paint and put it on over that 
paint, but his good paint will not stay 
on, and then he says that the new paint 
is no better than the old paint, and he 
does not know where the difference lies. 

Mr. Adamson:—I have noticed in a 
good many country papers that there is 
an advertising device resorted to in mak- 
ing great claims in regard to certain 
paint companies. I suppose that is an 
indication of the kind of business you are 
referring to? 

Prof. Wadd: the 
names of some their 
advertisement, together with what they 
ciaim, and what by the analyses, has 
heen found in the paint, 

Mr. Richardson:—In our section of the 
country there is a man by the name of 
Devoe who has addressed a letter to 
prominent men all through that section 
and which had been published in the 
newspapers. Is he one of them? 

Prof. Ladd:—I do not know the work- 
ings of all of them, but I refer to Chase, 
Parker and the Weir White Lead Com- 
pany, as being those who advertise very 
extensively in some of the leading jour- 
nals, and whose paints do not agree with 
what they claim in their advertisements. 
They state that the white lead contained 
in our paint is produced by the Dutch 
process of corroding, but when you come 
to analyze the paint there is not any 
white lead in the paint. 

Mr. Adamson:—When you see one of 
those paints advertised, it is a good idea 
to keep away from it? 

Prof. Ladd:—That is true. 

Mr. Ryan:—I see by reference to this 
report of the North Dakota Agricul- 
tural College, Station No. 126, that ref- 
erence is made to ‘United States white 
lead is good white lead’: then it states 
that after the analysis the product was 
shown to be 12 per cent. short in weight, 
and the statement is made that the 
United States white lead contains no 
white lead whatever. and to call it white 
lead is, to say the least, a misnomer. 

Prof. Ladd:—Yes. 

Mr. Adamson:—I would like to ask you 
this question, is there any better way 
to get an economical paint than to get 
the best white lead and mix it with oil, 
and put it on? 

Prof, Ladd:—I 
me in trouble in 
ferences of opinion on 
my own opinion. 

Mr. Mann:—Then why do you not give 
us your own opinion? What are you 
here for if it is not to give us your 
opinion? 

Prof. Ladd:—T have been a 
mixed paints and have used them on 
own house. The first paint used did 
splendidly, but the second time, on re- 
painting my house with the same man- 
ufacturer’s paint, it proved inferior; and 
IT think that sometimes a paint that is 
put on the first time will show well. 
and that that particular kind of paint 
does not leave a good surface, or a good 
constitution for the next paint, and you 
blame the next paint. 

Mr. Mann:—But you appear 
pert on paints, do vou not? 

Prof. Ladd:—With regard to 
alvsis of paints, 

Mr. Mann:—Is your opinion based only 
upon the fact that vou have used paint 
on your own house, the same as millions 
of other men have? 

Prof. Ladd:—No, sir, we have carried 
on a large series of experiments during 
the past year, and we have made many 
tests of paint during the last two vears, 
during which time we have built testing 
fences aggregating in all 375 feet in 
length. and each of those sections, five 
feet high and five feet in length on each 
side cover the four types of lumber 
Upon that we have put the paints and 
tested them, and we have analyzed hun- 
dreds of paints. We have painted new 
houses and old houses, and we have re- 
nainted them. We have painted the mill 
buildings at the Agricultural College and 
the large armory, some of these build- 
ings containing eight or ten different 
makes of paint unon the same building: 
and we have made at the college a large 
number of analyses. 

Mr. Mann:—Having done all that, are 
you prepared to exnress an opinion in 
reference to the purity of the paints, or 
the comparative value of paints, mixed 
or otherwise? 

Prof. Ladd: 
eondemn the use of water in 
T have seen paints with some 
per cent. of water in them, and 
no business in there. Further than 
T helieve that henzine and henzine 
ucts do not have an equal value 
turnentine, but there are others 
differ with me unon that point. 

Mr. Adameson:—You haven't any confi- 
dence in anv mixed naint unless it is 
mode of lead and ofl? 

Prof. T.1dda:—No. sir: in the first place 
the standard of North Dakota is white 
lead and zine and mixtures of those two, 
hut it does not snecify what proportions 
Tnt if vou substitute anvthing else vou 
must show what it {s, because the public 
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have been educated by the manufac- 
turers of paint and by the advertise- 
ments, up to the fact that white lead and 
zinc are the bases of the best paint, 
but there are manufacturers of paint on 
the market who advertise their best 
paint as containing white lead and zinc 
in the first grade, but do not say what 
are in the next grades. 

Mr. Mann:—Now you have 
water and condemned benzine. 

Prof. Ladd:—I do not believe that 
grades of marble are the equal of pre- 
cipitated chalk, though they are both 
about the same composition, I do not be- 
lieve that paint made of precipitated cal- 
cium carbonate is a good paint. 

Mr. Mann:—Anything else? 

Prof. Ladd:—I think there are some 
paints sold by catalogue houses and de- 
partment stores that are but little better 
than clay that can be taken out of clay- 
banks and ground up and prepared and 
put on houses, nothing more than what 
might properly be termed, under those 
conditions, mud and water. 

Mr. Mann:—How about the character of 
oil that is used? 

Prof. Ladd:—The oil used in quality is 
not as bad as has been at times repre- 
sented. Much of the oil in the paint has 
been prepared properly, ripened and ma- 
tured. There are oils made from green 
secd, perhaps, which are inferior in qual- 
ity. But I will say so far as oil is con- 
cerned that we have not had the trouble 
that we have had with the other ingre- 
dients. 

Mr, Marshall:—I have a letter from a 
stranger who states that the refuse from 
oil refineries is shipped to New Orleans 
and made into an imitation of linseed oil, 
and he goes so far as to say that there is 
no linseed oil in the preparation of 
paints. 
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Ladd:—I know very little of that. 
Bartlett:—Is there not a National 
Lead Company known as _ the 
“White Lead Trust?’ 

Prof. Ladd:—There is a National White 
Lead Company, 

Mr. Bartlett:—And “White 
Lead Trust.’’ 

Prof. Ladd:—I have 
name applied to it. 

Mr. Bartlett:—You 
its principal office is? 

Prof. Ladd:—I think it 

Mr. Bartlett:—They claim to sell 
white lead altogether, do they not? 

Prof. Ladd:—That is the product they 
claim to sell in North Dakota.

Mr. Sherman:—But you would not go so 
far as to say that you are the author 
of the bill? 

Prof. Ladd:—I gave suggestions to Mr 
—aomae and assisted him so far as I 
coule 

Mr. Adamson:—You do not have to 
daddy anything just to show a Congress- 
man how to do it? 

Prof. Ladd:—No, sir. 

Mr. Marshall:—I will say very frankly 
that I availed myself of his assistance 
and also that of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry. 

Mr. Sherman:—It seems to me _ that 
somebody ought to explain the bill more 
in detail, section by section, than has 
been done. 

Mr. Marshall:—Then T would say that 
there is no one in the United States bet- 
ter able to do it than Prof Wadd. 

Mr. Mann:—Before the final hearings 
are finished IT want to have Doctor Strat- 
ton. of the Bureau of Standards, heard. 

Mr. Marshall.—I do, too: I would like 
very much to have Prof. Stratton heard. 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, of the Denartment 
of Agriculture, then requested that a 
few minutes be accorded to Mr. P. H. 
Walker, the paint expert of the bureau, 
who stated briefly what the department 
has been Soins in the interest of the 
government to secure honest paints. Mr 
Walker said:— — 


_ “IT simply wish to state that from my work 
in the Bureau of Chemistry in the Department 
of Agriculture T am very much in favor of 
a paint law, and I think the department its: of 
a paint law, however, which is along the lines 
of this bill and not along the lines of drawing 
up special standards, TI think the gist of Mr. 
Marshall's bill is honest labeling, and. as T 
understand the bill, that is really all that is 
there. We simply wish the manufacturer to 
state what he fs selling, no more and no less. 
We do not want to tell him what he shal! sell 
or how he shall advertise “his goods, but we 
simply want that he shall state on the label 
what is in the can, and how much. We have 
made some little examination of paints and 
have reported, and we find all kinds of results. 
We also made some little examination of paints 
that are bought in the open market, and find 
to a very great extent that cans of paint are, 
among other things, short in weight and short 
in measure It is rare in our experience that 
a can of paint which says on the label that it 
contains a pound contains sixteen ounces of 
material, or if it says that it contains a gal- 
lon, that it contains a full gallon. Also a num- 
ber of samples are absolutely falsely labeled. 
That is really all I have to say on the subject 
unless there are some questions asked, which 
T will be glad to answer to the best of my 
ability. 

Mr. Sherman:—Your position is that 
you desire to prevent deceit, that is all? 
er Walker:—That is the whole posi- 

on, 

Mr. Sherman:—You are not advocating 
the establishment of standards? 

Mr. Walker:—I am not advocating any 
particular kind of paint. : 

Mr. Sherman:—Very good. 

Mr. Marshall:—Mr. Peters is here, T, 
this morning spoke of him inadvertently 
as being wholly in favor of this measure. 
Perhans T ought to savy that Mr. Peters 
is in favor of naint legislation along the 
lines of this bill. Am T right? 

Mr. Peters:—Quite so. sir. 

Mr. Marshall:—-I would like to have 
him heard at this time. : 
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Mr. John M. Peters:—I appear as the repre- 
sentative of the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association, being chairman of the Legis- 
lative Committee of that organization. That 
organization is a federation of local clubs in 
some sixteen or seventeen different cities of the 
country, and has a membership of about 700. 
That membership includes paint manufacturers, 
manufacturers of lead, manufacturers of oil, 
dealers in all of those products and manufac- 
tures of collateral lines. To say that there,was 
absolute unanimity, in that organization con- 
cerning legislation would probably be a case of 
misbranding within the meaning of this act, 
but the organization at its last convention 
passed resolutions instructing its Legislative 
Committee to favor legislation, if legislation 
was to be enacted, along the lines of a con- 
ference bill which was agreed upon at a con- 
ference of committees from that association, 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Association and the 
Association of Master House Painters and Dec- 
orators in May last. The possibility of legis- 
lation of a general sort having become suffi- 
ciently apparent at that time, those three or- 
ganizations got together for the purpose of 
agreeing upon a bill which would in their 
minds be practical, and at the same time would 
afford the public the protection which it was 
the design of this sort of legislation to afford 
it. Now, so far as the bill introduced by Mr. 
Marshall conforms to the provisions of that bill, 
I certainly am in favor of it, and I speak now 
as the representative of that organization. The 
general purpose of Mr. Marshall's bill we are 
certainly in favor of. In a number of partic- 
ulars the provisions of Mr. Marshall's bill 
seems to us to be impractical, and for that rea- 
son we would hope for its amendment, but in a 
general way, in so far as it provides for hon- 
est labeling, and so far as its comprehensive 
covering of all metals and pigments relating to 
the paint trade is concerned, it is entirely in 
accord with the bill upon which we have 
agreed. We fully appreciate Mr. Marshall's 
interest in the matter, and the effort that he 
made before introducing this bill to acquaint 
himself with the sentiments of the paint trade. 
Unfortunately, the paint trade did not respond 
to his invitation for information as generously 
as it should have done, or I think from the 
very fair disposition he has shown in the mat- 
ter all along, and from his remarks this 
morning, the differences between this bill and 
another bill which I believe is before your com- 
mittee which was referred to this morning—the 
Dalzell bill—would have been practically re- 
moved. 

1 shall not attempt to point out all of the 
little points of difference, because there are a 
great many of them that are more legal than 
anything else, and they will suggest them- 
selves to you gentlemen in your further con- 
sideration of the bill better than I can suggest 
them; but beginning with section 7, provisions 
a, b and c—that is, the whole of the section 
are impractical from our standpoint. Just the 
meaning of section a I am not quite able to 
comprehend, but the effect of all of those pro- 
visions would be, as some of you gentlemen 
suggested this morning, to establish a standard 
or to attempt to establish a standard, or to 
assume a standard, and I take it there is no 
disposition to pass a law which is not practical 
of enforcement, and without a standard being 
set up by this act, or one already existing, it 
would seem to us that this matter, which [ 
think conforms quite closely to the language of 
the pure food and drugs act, would not be 
practical in a paint law. The paragraphs 
which follow in section 8, while not absolutely 
identical, I think are in the main in accord 
with the act which we have already favored, 
with the exception of section d, which includes 
varnish. There seems to be some difference of 
opinion to what extent this would compel the 
labeling of varnish, but while I am not a var- 
nish manufacturer, nor yet a chemist, I am 
quite confident from what I know of the sub- 
ject that the analysis of varnish is impractical, 
at least to the extent of enabling one to prove 
fraud, and the mere requiring of the label stat- 
ing the composition of a varnish would be abso- 
lutely of no use unléss you could prove fraud, 
in case a fraud had been committed. 

Mr. Richardson:—Have you gone 
paragraph “b’’ of section 7? 

Mr. Peters:—Yes, sir. 

Mr. Richardson:—What 
you give to this expression ‘‘materials 
contained in the article be of inferior 
quality?”” How do you define ‘“‘inferior 
quality?” How are you going to deter- 
mine about inferior quality? 

Mr. Peters:—I say you cannot. This as- 
sumes a standard. There is no standard. 

Mr. Richardson:—Is it not a fact that 
there are different jobs of painting that 
require different characters of paint, some 
inferior to others? Suppose a man is go- 
ing to build a barn and wants to paint it, 
it does not take the same quality of paint 
as it does to paint a restaurant? 

Mr. Peters:—That depends on how wise 


a man is, 

Mr, Richardson:—Suppose that he is a 
wise man? 

Mr. Peters:—Then he will use as good 
paint on a barn as on anything else. 

Mr. Richardson:—Not paint of an 
ferior quality? F 

Mr. Peters:—No, sir. Now the question 
is, what is an inferior quality? 

Mr. Richardson:—That is what I want 
to know of you. 

Mr. Peters:—My idea as a paint manu- 
facturer is that pure white lead and pure 
linseed oil make the very highest quality 
of paint. 

Mr. McCafferty:—Now the cat is out of 
the bag. : 

Mr. Peters:—There is no cat in the bag. 

Mr. McCafferty:—Yes, there is. Are you 
a practical paint manufacturer, may I in- 


quire? 
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Sherman:—Outsiders will not inter- 
fere. Proceed with your statement. 

Mr. Peters:—Have I answered 
question, Judge? 

Mr. Richardson:—Yes. 

Mr. Kennedy:—He is not the author of 


the bill. 
Mr. Richardson:—I understand. I just 
How are 


want to get some information. 
you going to test and find out about the 
quality of these materials being inferior? 

Mr. Peters:—The reason I object to this 
clause is because I do not think it is 
practical to find out, unless you set up @ 
standard. Now, if you want to go to the 
extent of setting up a standard for the 
purpese of determining what is inferiority 
in paint, that is another story. 

Mr. Richardson:—That brings it right 
back to the first question. In the pure 
food bill we could very well regulate the 
standard as to health, but in this matter 
of a standard of paint, one man_ will 
think a paint has an inferior material in 
it. but some other folks may think that 
it is not inferior but rather superior, and 
there is a great difference in the price of 
paint, 


Mr. Peters:—Yes. 
Mr. Richardson:—And there is a great 


difference in the use you are going to put 
a paint to, whether you are going to put 
it on a house or a barn, or where you 


are going to use it.

Saturday Noon, April 11, 1908. 


Business showed a steady increase in 
all commodities in the local paint mar- 
ket during the last week. This was 
particularly noticeable in lead products. 
The larger consumers were in the mar- 
ket to a greater extent, and several 
round lots were taken up at full prices. 
Withdrawals on outstanding contracts 
were also heavier. Improved weather 
conditions and the advance of spring 
were the principal factors in bringing 
about this increase in business. Zincs 
were firmer, owing to a strong demand. 
Incoming supplies were pretty well 
taken up on arrival, and such goods as 
were available were held at full prices. 
Dry colors continued active, with 
blacks attracting principal buying in- 
terest. Several additional orders were 
received, and withdrawals on contract 
were of larger proportions. Other col- 
ors were in fair demand, but, while 
business was better, trading was below 
normal for the season. Consumers of 
paris green were in the market again, 
and several orders were received, sub- 
ject to a price settlement among the 
manufactures. The smaller articles 
were in fair demand for spot delivery 
and ‘were generally firm. Unchanged 
conditions ruled in the varnish gum 
market. Kauri grades remained 
quiet on spot, and such _ business 
as developed was for forward de- 
livery. Prices remained steady, 
following an unchanged market on the 
other side. There was no change in 
damar and Manilas. These descrip- 
tions were quiet, but full prices were 
repeated on all grades. China wood 
oil was stronger, and offered only in 
a small way at firm prices. Complete 
reports of the linseed oil and naval 
stores market appear on pages 19 and 
22, respectively. For a review of the 
Chicago seed and oil market see index 
to contents, page 21. 

White Lead, Zincs, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—There was no abate- 
ment in the demand for white lead. 
New orders continued to be received, 
but the greatest activity was confined 
to withdrawals on contract. Painting 
operations showed a material increase, 
induced by favorable weather condi- 
tions, and this tended to strengthen 
the market considerably. There was 
no quotable change, but goods were 
firmly held in all quarters. Shading 
was impossible even in such instances 
where goods had been available recent- 
ly at slightly lower figures. This firm- 
ness was further influenced by the 
strong position of pig lead. Quotations 
were repeated on the basis of 54@5%c. 
for dry lead in car lots, while smaller 
quantities brought 5%@6c. Lead in oll 
ruled steady on the basis of 6%4,@6%c., 
as to brand, for lots of 500 pounds’ and 
over, in packages of 100 pounds and 
upward. In lots of less than 500 pounds 
the usual advance of one-half cent is 
charged. English lead in oil remained 
unchanged at 104%@10%c., as to quan- 
tity. 

RED LEAD.—An improvement in de- 
mand for red lead developed. Structural 
steel manufacturers were in the mar- 
ket on a more liberal scale than of 
late. The quantities called for were 
small, but business was decidedly 
heavier than that of the preceding 
week. Manufacturers were somewhat 
firmer as to prices, but there was no 
quotable change, goods still being ob- 
tainable at 6%@6%c., as to grade and 
quantity, with small packages 4@‘ec. 
higher. Imported grades were held at 
84@8kc., as to quality. 

LITHARGE.—With increased activity 
in this commodity the irregularity of 
prices, that had been in evidence dur- 
ing the latter part of March, was en- 
tirely absent. Considerable new busi- 
ness was transacted, and contract de- 
liveries were more numerous. AS a 
consequence all offerings were made at 
full prices, and sellers refused to shade 
from 6%@6%c., as to grade and quan- 
tity. Improved grades were steady at 
84@8%e., as to quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—That the re- 
cent lack of activity in French mineral 
was only temporary was proved by a 
larger amount of business during the 
week. Several new orders were re- 
ceived, which caused a_ perceptible 
diminution in spot stocks. Forward 
business also increased, with the result 
that goods due within a short time are 
now pretty well sold. Other de- 
scriptions of orange mineral were in 
good demand and firm. Importers and 
dealers remained firm at quotations on 
the former basis of 8%@8%c. for Amer- 
ican, 10@12c. for German and English, 
12%@13c. for French, as to quantity, 
less the usual discount terms. 

ZINCS.—German zines continued sea- 
sonably active, several additional quan- 
tities being taken up. With spot stocks 
none too plentiful there was a firmer 
tone to the market, and importers and 
other sellers were not inclined to offer 
freely, even at current quotations. 
There was considerable inquiry for 
goods for future delivery, and incom- 
ing supplies were well taken up on ar- 
rival. French zines were quiet on spot. 
The principa] feature in this descrip- 
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tion was the arrival of 100 barrels, 
which was required on contract. Amer- 
ican brands showed a steady improve- 
ment. The amount of new business 
was quite up to the average for this 
time of year, and withdrawals on con- 
tract were heavier. Prices were some- 
what firmer, but unchanged. Quota- 
tions on all descriptions were as fol- 
lows:—American, 54%@55éc., as to grade 
and quantity. French red seal, 84%@ 
8%c.; green seal, 10%@10%c., less the 
usual discount, as to quantity. Ger- 
man brands (French process), 654@7c. 
for red seal, 74@7%c. for green seal, 
7%@8\c. for white seal, as to quantity, 
ex dock; from shore, %ec. additional. 
There were arrivals of 90 casks from 
Rotterdam. 

PIG LEAD.—With more inquiries for 
pig lead, dealers in the local market 
were firmer in their views as to prices, 
and while there was no further ad- 
vance, it was impossible to secure 
goods at the low figures that were 
quoted at the beginning of the month. 
At the opening there were offerings as 
low as 3.90c. for spot goods, but no 
takers. Later, however, 3,95c. was bid 
and refused. For the most part 4c. 
was the lowest figure obtainable. When 
buyers saw that they were unable to se- 
cure goods at the prices bid, they re- 
fused to take on supplies, but sellers 
remained firm. Dealers also were not 
inclined to accept offers for forward 
delivery. May-June was quoted at 4c. 
In St. Louis there was a good demand. 
Early in the week sales of 100 tons 
were made at 3.82%c., which was .02M%c. 
per lb. higher than the price paid for 
the last lot. Buyers were interested, 
and continued to take on stocks, which 
resulted in a steady upward move- 
ment. The most important transac- 
tion was that in which 200 tons were 
sold at 3.87%4c. Later the market 
eased off to 3.85¢c. There was no evi- 
dence of strength in the London 
market. At the opening there was a 
firm undertone, £14 being quoted. The 
lack of demand caused this price to 
drop, however, and toward the closing 
offerings were quite free at £13 17s. 
6d. At the closing £13 15s. was quoted. 
Exports were heavy, including more 
than 2,500 tons. 

Dry Colors. 
BLACKS. 

Several new orders were received for 
lamp and carbon blacks, and with ad- 
ditional withdrawals on contract, a 
better business was transacted than 
during the previous week. This 
created a firmer tone to prices, and 
sellers were not so willing to offer at 
prevailing quotations. Bone blacks 
were quiet, consumers evidently hav- 
ing sufficient supplies on hand to meet 
current engagements. Prices were un- 
changed, however, and manufacturers 
refused to shade, even to induce busi- 
ness. All figures were repeated on the 
former basis of 2@4c. for bone black, 
6%@10c. for low grade carbon. 18@28ce. 
for high grade carbon, 3%@8c. for 
American drop, 5@1l5e. for English, 16 
@20c. for ivory, 4@6c. for commercial 
lamp, 7@15c, for refined, 9@20c. for cal- 
cined, 20@35c. for fine spirit, as to 
quality, quantity and terms of sale. 

BLUES. 

Blues continued active, with a ma- 
terial increase in new business, while 
withdrawals on contract were heavier 
than recently. A firmer tone to prices 
developed, but there was no real quo- 
table change, goods still being obtain- 
able at 4@6c. for celestial, 31@33c. for 
Chinese, 18@25c. for Italian, 31@33c. for 
milori, 29@31c. for Prussian, 32@33c. for 
soluble, 3%@1l5e. for ultramarine, ac- 
cording to quality, quantity and seller. 

BROWNS. 

Buyers took on moderate quan- 
tities of browns. Business was better 
all around than recently, but the num- 
ber of orders was below the average 
for this time of year. Dealers remain 
firm at quotations, however, on the 
basis of 3@9c. for Italian sienna, burnt 
and powdered; 1%@2c. for American, 
burnt and powdered; 2%@3c. for Tur- 
key umber. burnt and powdered; 1% 
@2c. for American, burnt and raw; 
24@3l%4c. for Vandyke brown, 2%@4c. 
for soluble, according to quality, quan- 
tity and terms of sale. 

GREENS. 

Paris green manufacturers were as 
far as ever from agreeing upon a price 
and in spite of the lateness of 
the season, there was no _ indica- 
tion that quotations would be of- 
fered at an early date. Several addi-

As the month ad- 
vances, even greater activity is looked 
for. Although there was no quotable 
change, dealers remained firm at quota-

oil, and $2.25@3 for white lead, as to

TALC. — Small jobbing quantities 
again constituted the principal busi- 
ness in tale. Consumers refused to 
take on more goods than they could 
conveniently dispose of, and as a con- 
sequence futures were neglected, Deal- 
ers remained firm as to prices and re- 
fused to shade, $15@25 per ton for 
American, $18@25 for French, $25@40 
for Italian, as to quality and quantity. 

TERRA ALBA.—Quiet continued to 
rule in this commodity. A few small 
parcels for immediate delivery were 
called for, but aside from this busi- 
ness was practically at a standstill. 
The same steady undertone was in evi- 
dence, however, and prices were main- 
tained at $15@25 per ton for American, 
$18@25 for French, $25@40 for Italian, 
as to quality and quantity. 

WHITING.—Buying interest in all 
descriptions of whiting continued 
strong. New business well up to sea- 
sonable proportions, and the movement 
on contract deliveries was also active. 
The recent dullness seemed to have dis- 
appeared entirely, and expectations 
were for a steady improvement with 
the advance of the month. A firmer 
tone to prices was in evidence, and in- 
dications were for an advance. Goods 
were still obtainable at the former quo- 
tations, however, on the basis of 42@ 
52c. for commercial, 55@60c. for gilders’, 
60@65c. for extra gilders’, 64@68c. for 
paris white, and 75c.@$1 for English 
cliffstone, as to quality, less the usual 
discount terms. 

Glues. 


With a somewhat better demand for 
finished products, there was more in- 
quiry for glues. Business at best was 
only of a jobbing nature, however, and 
no round lots were taken up. Manu- 
facturers were satisfied for increased 
activity with the advance of spring, 
and were firm in their views as to 
prices accordingly. All descriptions were 
fully maintained at current quotations. 
While little future business was done, 


dealers were not inclined to offer freely 
along this line. Arrivals included 100 
cases, 50 bags and 75 packages. 


Varnish Gums. 


Little change was noticeable in the 
Kauri grades of varnish gums. The 
demand for spot goods continued light, 


while only a slight improvement de- 
veloped in futures. At the same time 
the situation was unaltered, holders 


here remaining firm at quotations, con- 
tending that the situation in the pri- 
mary market warranted a repetition 
of firm prices. Advices from Aukland 
indicated that there is a continued 
dearth of receipts there, and, while 
stocks are not by any means low, the 
fact that consumers must enter the 
market soon was cause for sustaining 
the market there as well as here. The 
primary market was also sustained by 
the European demand. A slight weak- 
ness developed in damar at primary 
points, but the situation here remained 
firm, owing to the steady demand. 
Consumers who had under bought for 
some time past found their stocks 
pretty well exhausted, and as a con- 
sequence they were forced to enter the 
market. Holders of spot goods re- 
mained firm at 14@14%c. Higher prices 


are looked for during the next sixty 
days. Manilas were in light demand 
as usual, but spot stocks here were 


held in firm hands, and the absence of 
inquiry did not affect prices. 
China Wood Oil. 

With less disposition to offer at pri- 


mary markets, and with an increased 
demand on spot, China wood oil was 
decidedly stronger, and higher as to 


prices. The lowest possible figure for 
goods for immediate delivery was 7'4c., 
while in some quarters 8c. was asked. 
Stocks here were none too plentiful, 
and, as incoming supplies are not like- 
ly to be heavy for some time to come, 
importers and other sellers contended 
that they were justified in advancing 
prices. Goods to arrive were still ob- 
tainable at the former quotations, 64 
@6%c., but these figures were only 
available on fall deliveries. 

Window Glass. 

Practically no business was transact- 
ed in the local window glass market. 
Building operators and other consum- 
ers remained out, and the sales that 
were effected were of such meager 
quantities that the sellers refused to 
consider the transactions as constitut- 
ing real business. With the consuming 
industries still quiet, and with plenty 
of glass in the hands of buyers, it is 
evident that an improvement in the 
trade is quite distant. It was contend- 
ed by some that normal business will 
be seen, but that this condition will be 
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reached much later than usual. Manu- 
faciurers continued to turn out glass 
during the past week, but with few 
tactories in operation the accumulation 
was small. However, reports received 
from producing districts indicated that 
with no movement of glass into con- 
suming channels, operations will be 
curtailed even to a greater extent. 
There was no real change in quota- 
tions, the figures quoted being 90 and 
10 to 90 and 20 for single, and 90 and 20 
to 90 and 30 for double strength glass, 
but these figures were still nominal, as 
the sales effected were generally made 
at figures agreed upon privately. There 
wer2 receipts of about 5,000 cases of 
glass from Antwerp. This quantity had 
no effect on the market, as the goods 
were dry plate, consigned to the West. 
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Peter Cooper Glue Co. Now Merged 
with Diamond Co, of Chicago. 


The oldest glue company in the country, 
the Peter Cooper Co., is now merged with 
one of the largest concerns of its kind 
in the United States, the Diamond Glue 
Company, of Chicago, The announcement 
of this consolidation was made last week. 
The new organization, which is incorpo- 
rated under the laws of New York, is cap-

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Hand-Made Window Glass Facto- 
ries May be Forced to Close. 


THIS BRANCH OF INDUSTRY THREATEN- 
ED BY ANNOUNCEMENT OF CUT IN 
PRICES BY THE MACHINE 
INTERESTS. 

With little prospect of an early improve- 
ment in business and with the continued 
dissatisfaction among the glass workers, 
the affairs of the hand-made window glass 
manufacturers seemed to be in any but 
a favorable condition thus far this season, 
win- 


With the latest development in the 

dow glass industry these phases of the 
Mtuation are now of little consequence. 
This latest disturbing feature is the an- 
nouncement by the machine interests in 
Pittsburgh that an extraordinary cut in 
the price of glass will be effected soon. 


Such a movement means that nearly half 
of the hand-made factories will be forced 
to close,

ered by the New York representative of 
these concerns at the meeting of the 
Eastern Window Glass Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion, which was held in this city at the 
Hotel Astor last Wednesday. Surprise 
and consternation reigned when it was 
realized fully what this reduction must 


mean to the hand glass manufacturers. 
With the advent of real spring weather 


the outlook for an improvement in busi- 
ness in the glass trade seemed to be 
much brighter than during the late win- 


many factories which 
had been closed resumed manufacturing. 
Fires were started again, and the output 
of glass was increased to a considerable 


ter. Accordingly 


extent. In all 90 additional pots were 
started during the past few weeks, mak- 
ing a total of about 1,500 pots being 


worked throughout the country. 

It is estimated that a least 600 of these 
pots would be forced to close at once, 
for such a cut in price as the machine 
iaterests predict would make competition 
impossible. Under the present wage scale 


the glass workers would not remain in 
the factories a single day. They are 
complaining now, and have been ever 
since the beginning of the season, that 


their wages are too small under the pres- 
ent arrangement. If the operators were 
to effect a reduction equal to that an- 
nounced by the machine soutoenateys, 3 
the 


would result in a general exodus of 
men. As a consequence those plants 
would have to close, 

Even if the men did not go out, it is 
thought to be quite impossible for the 
hand-made window glass’ factories to 
compete with the machine interests, The 
demand has been so light so far this 
season that no improvement, however 
great, will offset the lack of business 


that has been experienced during the past 
month or so. Therefore, as the machine 
glass is likely to be offered at prices that 
are quite satisfactory to buyers, the de- 
mand probably will be directed into that

Hearings on the Hepburn Bill. 


Last Saturday hearings were begun be- 
fore a sub-committee of the House Com- 
mittee on Judiciary on the Hepburn bill 


(CH. R., 197453, which embodies certain 
amendments to the Sherman anti-trust 
law. 

Among the delegates of the Civic Fed- 


eration were:—Seth Low, former mayor 
of New York; Samuel Gompers, president 


of the American Federation of Labor; 
and Dr. William J. Schieffelin, of New 
York. Representing the drug trade as 
such were:—Frank Faxon, of Faxon & 
Gallagher, Kansas City; Albert Plaut, of 
Lehn & Fink, New York, and William 


Kuebler, of Roebler & Kuebler, Newark, 
N. J. The two last named acted as dele- 
gates of the Metropolitan Drug Club. 

Dr. Schieffelin spoke largely from the 
druggists’ standpoint, giving an account 
or the wrongs they had suffered under the 
law and the remedies they proposed. Be- 
ginning with a brief sketch of the pre- 
prietary industry in this country, and de- 


scribing its rapid increase at the begin- 
ning on account of the dearth of doctors 
on our large and growing frontier and 


the need of the people for household rem- 
edies until it constituted nearly sixty per 
cent. of the drug business, he said these 


goods were put out at fixed prices and 
of uniform quality. Competition in the 
trade centres led to selling under the 
marked price, and when the public learned 
that it could buy an article at sixty 
cents a bottle at one store which cost 
seventy-five cents at another—the label 


' on the 
| being 





bottle and the name of the maker 
identically the same—tremendous 
price cutting resulted, 

“The wholesalers,’’ continued Dr. Schief- 
felin, “found at that time that fifty per 
cent, of their business was being done by 
culting, cutting, cutting, in order to Keep 


their customers, though they asked the 
manufacturers to make fixed prices for 
their goods. And the retailers found, 


shortly after that, that great department 
stores were being started in tne cities, 
and these stores would buy large quanti- 
ties of the leading patent medicines and 
sell them at prices less than cost in order 
to attract the public, and sell them other 
goods at a profit. Mr, Ogden, who was 
the head of the Wanamaker store in New 
York, since retired, told me that the profit 
they made was on goods that they sold to 
people who bought what they did not in- 


tend to buy when they went into the 
store.”’ : s 
Dr, Schieffelin told of the organization 


of the N, A. R. D., the coming together 
of the wholesalers and retailers, and the 
adoption of the tripartite agreement for 
the protection of both against aggressive 
cutting. As this combination had not re- 
sulted in raising the prices to the public 


over What the manutacturer had placed 
on the bottle, twenty-five fifty cents or 
one dollar, it could not, he maintained, 
be called an unreasonable restraint of 
trade, 

Asked by Chairman Littlefield what 
he thought about the  reasonable- 
ness ot department stores fixing 
their prices to suit themselves and their 


customers, Dr. Schieffelin replied:— 

“If these goods were in the line of ne- 
cessities of life, 1 might concede that 
point, but when a year and a half ago the 
Department of Justice of our government 
wus prosecuting the whole drug trade for 


this sort of an agreement the Depart- 
ments of Agriculture and of Commerce 
and Labor and of the Treasury were 
prosecuting the whole trade on the other 
side, on the plea that these very goods 
were bad for the public anyhow, and 
ought not to be used.”’ 

“Now, we are beginning to find out,”’ 


interjected the chairman, ‘‘who has been 

violating this unfortunate legislation,” 
Dr, Schieffelin went into the details of 

the agreement, asserting that the whole- 


salers sought to make only ‘a reason- 
able profit of two or three per cent.’’ He 
told how, when the retailers began to 
feel their power, they urged the jobbers 
to cut off the big cutters, not only on 
goods included in the agreement, but on 
“sponges, chamois and other things.” 


This the New York wholesalers refused to 
accede to, but in other places where the 
retail organizations were more unani- 
mous, notably Philadelphia, they had sur- 
rendered. As a result of this, the Sher- 
man law was appealed to and the whole 
drug trade enjoined from making any 
three-party agreement—‘any agreement 
that is between the manufacturer on the 
one hand and the distributor, the job- 
ber, in the middle, and the retailer on 
the other hand.”’ 

Asked whether he believed the 
delphia scheme a proper one, Dr. 
felin answered that he considered it ab- 
solutely improper and unjustifiable. ‘“‘We 
would have been perfectly satisfied,’ he 
continued, “if any sort of an agreement 
involving a boycott, involving a_ black- 
list, and refusing anything, was enjoined;

us from making any kind of an agree- 
ment, and from using any kind of per- 


suasion,”’ 
Questioned as to the reasonableness of 
his proposition from the standpoint of the 


department store and the consumer, Dr. 
Schieffelin said he thought it was reason- 
able to provide that no one should sell 
goods below cost. He believed that the 
small retail druggist was certainly en- 
titled to the right to live. 


Dr. Schieffelin was subjected to a num- 
ber of questions as to the cost of pro- 
prietary medicines and methods of doing 
business. He admitted that the actual 
cost of the contents of a bottle of sarsa- 
parilla to the manufacturer might not be 
more than fifteen or twenty cents, but 
the cost of advertising—of introducing the 
Goode. which was enormous, must be fig- 
ured in. 

The speaker denied that there was any 
such thing as a drug trust or had ever 
been, declaring that the Sherman law, 
which was enacted to aid the many 
against the few, against the great ag- 
gregations, Lad, in the particular case of 
the druggists, aided the few against prac- 


tically all. Dr. Schieffelin then related 
how, through the kindness of Secretary 
Root, he had last summer sent out a 


letter to our consuls and consuls-general 


in England, France and Germany and 
their replies indicated that there were no 
restrictions against agreements in those 


provided in 
interpreta- 


countries, such as had been 
this country by the court’s 
tion of the Sherman law. 

_ The doctor was given permission to put 
in the record these letters. A copy of the 
tripartite agreement was also entered, 
Members of the committee manifested in- 


terest in the Indianapolis decree and the 
court proceedings leading up to it. Dr. 
Schieffelin answered a number of ques- 
tions off-hand and said that he would try 
to obtain an abstract of the record of the 
for the committee’s information. He 


case 
called attention to an objection raised 
by the retail druggists to the last clause 


in the Hepburn bill, which says:— 

“And all judgments and decrees hereto- 
fore or hereafter made in any such ac- 
tions or proceedings may be enforced in 
the same manner as though this act had 
not been passed.’”’ He said that 22,000 re- 
tail druggists through their organization 
organ declared that the mere fact that 
they were the victims of an unjust law, 
which it was now proposed to change be- 
cause of its injustice, would, according to 


this clause, bar them forever from re- 
ceiving the protection of the amended 
law. To remedy this Dr. Schieffelin said 


that he had taken the advice of counsel 
(Robinson, Biddle & Benedict) and that, 
on their advice, he would suggest the fol- 
lowing amendment to be added to the last 
clause just read:— 

“But no such judgment or decree shall 
be held to prevent any person whatso- 
ever from taking advantage of the bene- 


fits and immunities of this act in refer- 
ence to any contracts or combinations 
hereafter made,”’ 





Asked whether he and those he repre- 
sented stood for the bill in all of its 
features, Dr. Schieffelin answered that 
they approved the general tenor of the 


bill, provided it did not legalize the boy- 
cott. He did not think that such was 
the intent of the bill, as equal liberty was 
granted to the employer and to the em- 
ploye, but, to prevent ambiguity, he 
would be willing to have put in Section 
3, “‘Nothing contained in this bill shall 
be construed or held to authorize any 
interstate boycott or blacklist.”’ 

There was some discussion as to the 
use of the expression, ‘‘reasonable agree- 
ments,’’ contained in the measure, and 
Chairman Littlefield made the point that 
so indefinite a term would leave too much 
within the discretion of the executive, 
would make the Commissioner of Corpo- 
rations practically dictator in matters 
concerning trade agreements. 

After Dr. Schieffelin had finished pre- 
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senting his views, the committee ad- 
journed until 1.30 o’clock, at which time 
Seth Low was heard. There was not time 
on Saturday to give a hearing to any 
other of the members of the drug trade. 

On his return from Washington, Dr. 
Schieffelin was seen by a representative 
of the Era. He said that he gained the 
impression from the hearing that the 
committee sympathized with the drug- 
gists and if the bill should be reported, 
he believed that the clause admitting 
them to the benefits of the act would be 
included. 

Inasmuch as he was unable to appear 
before the House sub-committee on the 
judiciary personally on Monday to voice 
the sentiments of the Metropolitan Drug 
Club, Mr. Plaut prepared the following 
letter which he sent to Mr. Littlefield:— 

“My Dear Sir:—I find that it is impos- 
sible for me to return to Washington and 
present verbally our views regarding the 
proposed amendment to the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law (H, R. 19745), and in pur- 
suance of the conversation held with you 
on Saturday I enclose herewith copy of 
the reslutions passed by our organiza- 
tion, with the request that same be read 
to your committee and embodied in the 
printed report of the hearing. 

“It appears to us that the paragraph 
on page 9, lines 7-14, would exclude from 
the benefits of the proposed bill the en- 
tire wholesale, retail and manufacturing 
drug trade of the United States in view 
of the decree entered in the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the District of 
Indiana entitled, ‘““‘The United States of 
America vs. The National Association of 
Retail Druggists et al. No. 10593."" We 
do not believe that the mere fact that we 
are the victims of an unjust law, which 
it is now proposed to change because of 
its injustice, is to debar us forever from 
receiving the protection of the amended 
law, and we most respectfully ask your 
committee to insert the additional clause 
as stated in our resolutions, in case the 
bill is reported favorably. 

“The arguments to which I listened and 
the objections made to many of the 
clauses of H, R. 19745, have considerably 
modified my views as to its practicability 
and perhaps it may be a better method 
to refer the entire subject to a commission 
to be composed of members of the Con- 
gress and of experts on political econ- 
omy, ete., who will consider the matter 
thoroughly, impartially and from all view 
points, examine the laws of other civil- 
ized nations on the subject and report 
their conclusions at some future time. 

“We are most certainly of the opinion 
that the Sherman anti-trust law has in 
actual practice worked in a manner radi- 
cally different from that contemplated by 
its framers, and should be changed or 
amended. Justifiable agreements in re- 
straint of interstate trade, with a laud- 
able or reasonable purpose, are in our 
opinion not opposed to public policy and 
should be encouraged rather than dis- 
couraged by modern statute law. 

“T enjoyed the hearing very much and 
thank you for the courtesy shown me, and 
for your permission to submit our views 
in writing.”’ 

The resolutions enclosed in the letter 
follow:— 

“At the stated meeting of the Metropol- 
itan Drug Club held on Tuesday, March 


24, the following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted:— 

‘“‘Resolved, that the Metropolitan Drug 
Club indorse Bill H. R. 19745, introduced 
by Mr. Hepburn, and recommend and urge 
upon Congress its early passage, and 

“Resolved, that a committee of three, 
to be appointed by the chair, attend the 
hearing before the Judiciary Committee 
of the House of Representatives on Friday 
next, and there present the views of this 
association. And be it further 

“Resolved, that such committee request 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House of Representatives to add to the 
bill (page 9, line 14) the following:—‘But 
no such judgment or decree shall be held 
to prevent any person whatsoever from 
taking advantage of the benefits and im- 
munities of this act in reference to any 
contracts or combinations made.’ ”’ 

In view of the hearings on the Hepburn 
bill and the public interest that has been 
manifested in the measure, a short re- 
view of the agitation in favor of the 
amendment of the Sherman anti-trust 
law is not out of place. First broached 
immediately after the Indianapolis decree 
by members of the Metropolitan Drug 
Club, it was taken up at the Denver con- 
vention of the N. W. D. A. in October 
by drug jobbers from all over the country, 
who then decided to send a delegation to 
the Civic Federation to be held in Chicago 
the following month to work for an 
amendment of the law. Under the aus- 
pices of the last named body, two of the 
leading lawyers of New York city were 
engaged to frame a measure incorporating 
the conclusions reached at the Chicago 
meeting. This bill was introduced by 
Representative Hepburn, has received the 
indorsement of the President and been 
made part of the administration program.

Seed eased off during the week and 
apparently with the hopes of stimulat- 
ing demand the crushers reduced the 
official card prices 1 cent last Wednes- 
day. The prices are now quoted upon 
the basis of raw State or Western oil 
at 41 to 42 cents for five and one-barrel 
lots, respectively, and 42 to 43 cents 
for raw city oil in respective like quan- 
The change is, however, more 
nominal than real, as oil has been 
selling at the new established official 
figures for some time. Demand showed 
quite a little improvement during the 
week especially for jobbing parcels, and 
it is evident that spring activity is be- 


! ginning to make itself felt in a manner 


| more 


pronounced than hitherto. Buy- 
ers, however, while taking oil readily 
enough, continue to confine their orders 
to comparatively small lots to meet 
current requirements. The exact con- 
ditions as to the stocks held through- 
out the country by the consuming and 
distributing agencies will probably be 
more readily defined a week later, when 
repeat orders are due to arrive. It is 
supposed, and quite naturally, that 
there is no heavy supply out and a 
brisk business is anticipated from now 
on. A fair car lot business has been 
done for prompt and nearby delivery 
as usual. The asking price is still 40 
cents, though it is generally known 
that oil in more than one instance has 
been offered at 39 cents. All interest 
centers in nearby positions, though 
some inquiries have been received cov- 
ering June delivery. Crushers, how- 
ever, prefer to confine transactions 
closer to the spot position. The mar- 
ket may be said to have closed steady 
at current quotations.

Cottonseed Oil. 

Irregularity has marked the course 
of the market during the past week 
On Monday and Tuesday prices scored 
material advances, in fact it was the 
most impressive uplift from the view- 
point of the bull interests since the 
depression last fall. On Wednesday, 
however, the situation developed a re- 
actionary tendency, and values sold 
off sharply only to rally again on Fri- 
day. The statistical position of the 
market shows no material change, with 
the exception that the available sup- 
ply of real oil is somewhat smaller 
than it was during the previous week. 
Naturally the advance of the last few 
days was tempting enough to induce 
profit taking by the longs, and as the 
large interest, who seem to have the 
market pretty well under control were 
willing, the plug was pulled on Wednes- 
day and the trailers liquidated at the 
best prices obtainable. Another rea- 
son given considerable credence in cer- 
tain quarters for the uncertain trend 
of the market was that the large in- 
terests were depressing refined in an 
endeavor to loosen up crude in the 
South. If this is true the attempt was 
partially successful, for scattered sell 
ing of crude was reported late in the 
week at 34@34%c. against 35@35t6c. on 
Tuesday. Very little crude is said to 
have been sold, however, at the lower 
prices, and from present indications 
it would appear that, owing to the 
small stocks of crude oil that are now 
held, the mills have the situation well 
in hand. Some authorities place the 
actual amount of crude oil in the coun- 
try as low as 150,000 barrels and that 
of refined at 600,000 barrels. The pack- 
ers are said to have been moderate 
buyers all through the week. The 
demand for compound is gradually in- 
creasing, and prices have advanced in 
sympathy with cotton oil. Lard has 
not only held its own, but shows a gain 
in values over the close of the pre- 
vious week. Tallow has remained dull, 
with prices about steady at 54@5%c. 
Greases have developed a hardening 
tendency, especially in the higher 
grades. Cable advices are rather en- 
couraging, Marseilles in particular 
states that the market is rising with 
America a buyer and not a seller.

Cocoanut Oils, Etc. 


Cocoanut oils were quiet through- 
out and unchanged in price. Corn oil 
scored two reductions in the interval, 
and olive oils and foots also have an 
easier tendency. Palm is steady and 
rapeseed featureless. The entire list 
of animal and fish oils are at last 
quoted or purely nominal and offer 
nothing additional in the way of news. 

CEYLON OIL.—The week under re- 
view has brought little to the surface 
in the way of interesting features, so 
far as the spot situation is concerned. 
Quotations here are unaltered, but 
higher views are entertained by some 
importers, who report stronger cables 
on primary shipments covering June. 
They state 4c. better is asked for on 
the future shipments. The statistical 
position of copra, however, does not 
support their prediction of a higher 
market. A leading broker here has ad- 
vices describing the relative standing 
of the copra production this year witn 
that of three preceding years; 1905 to- 
taled 286,000 tons; 19U6, 290,000 tons; 
1907, 237,000 tons, and the estimated out- 
put for 1908 is 370,000 tons. Java and 
the Dutch East Indies are credited 
with the bulk, at 200,000 tons; the 
Straits Settlements with 60,000 tons; 
Philippines with 70,000 tons and Ceylon 
with 40,000 tons. These figures are 


hardly a bull asset, and the argu- 
ment of those anticipating a low 
market for 1908 is further rein- 


forced by the-fact that there is no im- 
mediate prospect of a heavy consump- 
tion. A counter influence is the con- 
tinued strength of cottonseed oil and 
firm lard and tallow markets. The 
former, from present indications, will 
be firmly intrenched for sume time, so 
that a prediction as to the future course 
of Ceylon is rather hazardous. Spot 
sales have been consummated in such 
small quantities as were taken at 6% 
@6%ec. April-June shipment is quoted 
at 6c. 

COCHIN OIL.—The conditions gov- 
erning this market are typical of those 
ruling in alk soap stocks and vegetable 
oils. Soapmakers are apparently well 
supplied, or at least in a position to 
permit of their drawing on foreign 
sources of supply for other than job- 
bing lots. The limited quantity of spot 
oil, however, is a sustaining influence 
on values and last week’s quotations 
are still adhered to in most quarters. 
Advices from abroad late in the week 
reported no change in the conditions 
of those markets, The total stocks of 
cocoanut oils in London was given at 
the end of March as considerably heav- 
ier than at any coyresponding time in 
the past six years. New York, prompt 
delivery is named at 8@8%c, for E, I. 
and April primary shipments at 6%c. 

CORN OIL.—This market has dis- 
played marked strength throughout the 
week, aS portrayed in two advances 
of ten points each. The demand was 
to a certain extent stimulated by the 
upward tendency, but on the whole 
consumption has not greatly exceeded 
that of recent weeks. The most potent 
factor in effecting the change has been 
cottonseed oil, which, with the excep- 
tion of one or two breaks, has scored 
steady gains. On Monday corn oil was 
up 1l0c, per hundred to $4.70 for car lot 
consignments, and Wednesday $4.80 
was the asking price for round lots and 
$4.85 for lesser quantities. Sentiment 
is becoming more firmly fixed for a 
continued rise in cottonseed oil and 
many base their views for a higher 
corn oil market on the growing strength 
of the former, 

OLIVE OIL.—Prices have eased off 
somewhat under a reduced demand, 
and selling pressure ‘on the part of 
some of the small holders. The spirit- 
ed buying of yellow prime and prime 
green foots, for several weeks past, 
brought numerous importers into the 
field who ordinarily would not have 
entered the market. Foots, especially 
have been taken up at material con- 
cessions, 64%@6%4c. quoting on small 
to moderate quantities. Six cents has 
been shaded on round lots, and while 
some dealers are loath to deviate from 
the old quotations, 515-l6c. is said to 
have moved considerable stuff. Until 
the surplus stock already engaged for 
delivery here is disposed of, and the 
demand gives further evidence of 
quickening, there will undoubtedly be 
several prices quoted in this market. 
The foreign situation is understood to 
be quite steady, and no further news 
of interest from primary points has 
come to hand. Receipts this week in- 
cluded 1,250 bbls. of foots, and 500 bbls. 
of standard grade oil. Yellow prime 
quotes in a general way at 67@70c., but 
on actual business is a shade lower. 

PALM OIL.—Firm prices are the rule 
for palm oil, and rather lively buying 
interest is reported abroad, with the 
hardening tendency dominant, Sales 
here are naturally light, but as the 
spot supply is also of meager propor- 
tions, maintenance of quotations is not 
difficult. For the small lots of red 
taken over, 6@6%c. has been quoted, 
nd for Lagos, 64%@6\c. is named.

Animal and Fish Oils, 


COD OIL.—Trade continues in the 
rut of light jobbing sales and a routine 
order of deliveries on contract. There 
is no evidence of an awakening of 
new business and the situation in every 
way is dull and featureless. Lofoten 
reports poor fishing, but other points 
are doing fairly well, results at Trond- 
hjem and Romsdal being above the 
average. Prices are more or less nom- 
inally quoted at 42@44c. for retail al- 
lotments and 44@46c. for Newfound- 
land. 

LARD OIL.—No stable demand for 
lard oils is perceptible, a spasmodic 
order of trade continuing in effect.

Considerable trouble has arisen from 
time to time involving the importation of 
olive oil. There have been numerous dis- 
putes between the importers and the cus- 
toms officials regarding the appraising of 
commercial oil as edible and a consequent 
assessment of the heavy duty imposed on 
the latter. Under present conditions an 
importer of commercial oil never knows 
what he may be called upon to pay in 
shape of duty on any consignment. To 
devise some means, therefore, of setting 
themselves right before the government 
and to have their undoubted grievances 
redressed, a meeting has been called to- 
day (Monday, April 13) at one o’clock in 
the Arbitration room of the Produce Ex- 
change, to which all persons interested in 
the importation and distribution of com- 
mercial olive oil are cordially invited. In 
view of the importance of straightening 
out the difficulties of the trade to the sat- 
isfaction of both the merchants and the 
government, a large attendance is_urgent- 
ly requested. _-

Grand Jury Investigates Naval 


Stores Conditions. 


Jacksonville, Fla., April 10, 1908. 

As a result of the investigation by a 
United States grand jury assembled in 
Savannah to determine whether or not 
the present condition of the naval stores 
market is due to manipulation and com- 
binations in restraint of trade, it is con- 
fidently predicted from the most reliable 
sources that one or more indictments will 
be returned to-morrow morning. Under 
investigation, judging from the questions 
asked in the examination of the talesmen 
summoned for grand jury duty, are the 
American Naval Stores Company, the At- 
lantic Naval Stores Company, the Penin- 
sular Naval Stores Company, the Union 
Naval Stores Company, the Patterson- 
Downing Company, the Downing Com- 
pany, E. S. Nash, 8S. H. Shotter and J. F. 
Cooper Myers. 

The investigation formally began on 
Thursday morning, with the empanelling 
of the grand jury and the charge of 
Judge Sheppard, who is presiding in the 
absence of Judge Emory Speer. A total 
of sixty-five witnesses have been sub- 
poenaed by the government, and about 
half of that number have been examined 
during the sessions of to-day and yester- 
day. The majority of the witnesses ex- 
amined “.-! were from New York and 
Savannah, with the Savannah and Jack- 
sonville witnesses predominating on 
Thursday. Direct inquiries were made of 
witnesses to-day as to whether the pres- 
ent naval stores market conditions were 
due to natural conditions, or to manipu- 
lations. The fact that an increased de- 
mand, coupled with an under-production 
and the holding back of some 38,000 bar- 
rels from the market has only resulted 
in prices far below the usual, was a bit 
of circumstantial evidence laid before the 
Department of Justice that, coupled with 
the direct evidence secured, led to the in- 
structions to proceed with the investiga- 
tion and instructions to make it complete 
and thorough. 

In his charge to the grand jury, Judge 
Sheppard, after quoting the sections of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, said:—‘A 
monopoly might be secured by one per- 
son or company or by several persons or 
companies acting gomey, in combination 
or conspiracy with each other in divers 
ways, such as manipulation of market 
quotations by fictitious sales or pur- 
chases, by secret contracts or agreements 
with supposed competitors not to bid 
against each other for the purchase or 
sale of such commodity, by the division 
of territory for purchase or sale of such 
commodity, by overbidding for the pur- 
chase and underbidding for the sale of 
such commodities against their competi- 
tors at ruinous prices, by false grades 
and gauges of such commodities, if all or 
any of such methods are adopted for the 
purpose of driving competitors out of 
such business and thesety securing for 
themselves a more complete control of 
such commerce.” 

The American Naval Stores, in a letter 
given out for publication, denies that it 
has violated any law. District Attorney 
Alexander Akerman, who has been ma- 
terially assisted since the beginning of 
the fight by W. M, Toomer, of Jackson- 
ville, will make the investigation thor- 
ough, and if indictments are returned will 
push the cases to the utmost. Results are 
eagerly awaited, and the entire turpen- 
tine belt is deeply interested,

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.— 
Strong conditions dominated the local 
market for turpentine throughout the 
week. During the first few days the 
influence of the manipulation in the 
South, which had been in evidence so 
much last week, was felt here still. 
The efforts of these interests to keep 
the market up only tended to depress 
the situation further, as buying 
dropped off perceptibly. However, a 
continuance of light receipts at pri- 
mary points brought about a reaction. 
Thus the local market remained steady. 
The general quotation here was 54c., 
and nothing was obtainable below that 
figure. Early in the week there were 
sufficient supplies to meet the demand, 
and in some quarters a few parcels 
were available at 538c. When these 
stocks became exhausted, there were 100 
barrels available for all purposes here. 
The goods were quoted at 54c., and the 
holders were not inclined to offer, even 
at that figure. Many consumers 
were confused by offerings at 51%c. 
Goods were available at that figure, 
but only to: arrive, due about 
April 15. It is quite possible that 
the market will be: sustained upon 
this firm basis, in spite of these 
arrivals, for the reason that spot stocks 
are practically exhausted, while the in- 
coming supplies will be needed badly. 
Therefore unless receipts are more than 
sufficient to meet the demand, prices 
will be sustained upon the present 
basis. 

The situation in the South was 
stronger toward the closing. A steady 
increase was recorded, the price ad- 
vancing from 46c. up to 47%c., with 
goods from some sources obtainable at 
not less than 48c. Receipts continued 
light, and this was cause for a firmer 
undertone. 

ROSINS.—Although little change was 
effected in prices on rosins, the situa- 
tion here was decidedly firmer, and the 
tendency was upward. Low spot 
stocks was the principal factor in 
strengthening the market. There was 
also a better demand for the lower 
grades, but offerings were limited, for 
the reason that incoming supplies were 
small. When it is considered that new 
crop dark rosins cannot be had before 
June 1, it will be realized that these 
grades must necessarily be firm, with 
the possibility of higher prices. Me- 
dium grades were a trifle firmer, being 
rather scarce. The demand was also 
heavier and this was cause for a slight 
increase in prices. Pales were firmer, 
owing to more inquiry and a lack of 
available supplies. An average in- 
crease of 10c. was recorded. Closing 
quotations were as follows:—Common 
to good strained, $3.75; A, B, C, $3.90; 
D, $4; E, $4.05; F, $4.10; G, $4.15; H, 
$4.40; I, $4.65; K, $5.25; M, $5.70; N, $6.25; 
W. G., $6.50; W. W., $6.70. 

Rosins in the Savannah market were 
generally steady. Receipts from pro- 
ducing districts were small, and such 
goods as were available were held in 
firm hands.

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Charleston Fertilizer Market. 


Charleston, April 9, 1908. 

The fertilizer season has practically ended. 
it is difficult at this time to estimate what the 
shipments amount to from this port. There has 
been a large increase in the movement of fer- 
tilizer materials, probably considerable in ex- 
cess of last year. Taking everything into con- 
sideration, it would seem that the entire move- 
ment this season, up to the present time, of 
manufactured fertilizers, kainit, potash, py- 
rites and other raw materials, will in the ag- 
gregate exceed last year’s movement possibly 
» per cent, 

The demand for manufactured fertilizers the 
balance of the year will be very limited and 
will be largely for top dressing. The year 
has not been a satisfactory one for fertilizer 
pouanufacturers. Prices have been extremely 
irregular and no stability was apparent in the 
market. Kainit has no doubt been sold in 
many instances below the cost of importation, 
It would seem that it ought to be the policy of 
fertilizer manufacturers to decline to handle 
kainit and allow the German syndicate to sell 
it in a retail way throughout the entire coun- 
try. This would relieve the fertilizer manu- 
facturer of a considerable amount of financier- 
ing and of the sale of an article which prac- 
tically is now handled by them without profit. 
The market for fertilizer materials has not 
undergone any change. Sales are particularly 
light and prices are the same. 

The Danish steamship Uffe 
steamship Glencoe arrived this week from 
Huelva with a cargo of pyrites. The British 
steamship Ardgowan arrived from Taltal with 
a cargo of nitrate of soda.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 


Demand for fertilizer materiale is at a very 
low ebb, the season being practically over and 
buyers having little interest in securing the 
product. What inquiry there is comes from all 
parts of the country generally, but is so slow 
as to make the market a draggy one, and spurts 
of activity are a rarity. Contracts amount to 
almost nothing. Stocks are light. Live stock 
values having shown slight declines from the 
prices of the previous week, as a result of the 
reaction from the prevailing high levels, pack 
ers are not exerting their power in an attempt 
to put the price of the product of the offal and 
tankage on a higher basis. Nearly all sales 
made are for prompt delivery.

The Moxie Case. 
The following is the opinion of the 


Court in the matter of the Moxie Nerve 
Food Company, of New England, vs. the 
Modox Company et al, regarding the peti- 
tion of Frederick B, Thatcher for leave 
to intervene and defend, and also on the 
defendant’s motion to dissolve the pre- 
liminary injunction:— 


Demurrer to for leave to intervene. 
March 13, 1908. 

Brown, J. The petitioner, a manufacturer of 
bottles upon which he holds a design patent, 
seeks to intervene and become a party defend- 
ant to the controversy between the Moxie 
Company and the Modox Company, which re- 
lates to unfair competition in trade and to imi- 


tation of complainant’s trade dress. Upon this 


petition 


issue it is immaterial whether the bottles used 
as a part of the trade dress are patented or 
unpatented. While it may be true that an in- 
junction against the Modox Company will de- 
prive the petitioner of a customer for his 
bottles, he cannot be said to have any legal 


interest in the question whether the defendants 


are using these bottles as an instrument of 
deception, 
Even if there are such differences between 


the bottles of the complainant and those man- 
ufactured and sold by the petitioner to the 
Modox Company as to make his bottles a proper 


subject of a design patent, yet, despite these 
differences, there is such a substantial general 
resemblance as to make the patented bottles 


susceptible of use in connection with unlawful 


sales Neither as a manufacturer nor patentee 
of glass bottles can the patentee confer upon 
the Modox Company any rights of imitation of

tween the Moxie Company and this petitioner 
over the validity of a design patent upon the 
Modex bottle. As patentee, the petitioner 
stands no better than as a mere manufacturer 
or seller of glass bottles; and if he should be 
permitted to intervene, it would seem to follow 
also that all those who supply the Modox 
Company with parts of its packages—the print- 
ers of labels, the vendors of caramel for 
coloring the contents of the bottles, etc.—would 
have a similar right to intervene on the ground 
of the threatened loss of a customer by an in- 
junction against the Modox Company. 

Whether the business of the Modox Company 
is legitimate, or an invasion of the rights of 
the Moxie Company is a question solely of 
private rights between the parties to this suit. 
The validity of the petitioner’s patent is not 
involved; and the possibility or probability that 
the Modox Company, if not enjoined, may con 
tinue to purchase his bottles for use in the 
particular way which the complainant seeks 
to enjoin, gives him neither a legal nor 
equitable interest in the present controversy. 
No authority is cited which in any degree tends 
to support this position, and it seems contrary 
to principle.

intervene is sustained. 

On defendant’s motion to dissolve the pre 
liminary injunction March 13, 1908. 

Brown, J. The defandants move for a disso- 


injunction granted 
May 2v, 1907, alleging that since then the 
complainant has made to the public misrep- 
resentations of the same character as those 
for which its former bill against these de- 
fendants was dismiseed. See Moxie Nerve Food 
Company, of New England, vs. Modox Com 
pany et al., 152 Fed., 493. 

The alleged fraud upon the public consists in 
the use upon advertising and vending wagons 
of the words:—‘‘Moxie Nerve Food. It prevents 
nervous exhaustion and paralysis.’’ Thie state- 
ment, however, is substantially different from 
the representations to the public which, in the 
former case, were held to bar the complainant 
from relief in equity. Moxie Nerve Food Com- 
pany vs. Modox Company, 153 Fed., 487. 

The defense of unclean hands was made upon 
the hearing of the motion upon which this 
preliminary injuction was granted; and after 
consideration it was sa’d, in the opinion of the 
court, 153 Fedr., 488, that the complainant had 
shown ‘‘a reasonable basis for complainant's 
a in the representation it now makes to the 
public.” 

Moxie is described in the present bill ‘‘as a 
compound which is a beverage and a nerve 
food; that is, a compound for the nervous sys- 
tem and a restorative agent of value in restor- 
ing lost nervous energy and also of value as a 
stomachic.”’ 

The present motion is based upon the con- 
tention that the advertisement on the bottle- 
wagons goes beyond this, and that the state- 
ment that Moxie prevents nervous exhaustion 
and paralysis is substantially different from 
the statement that it is a restorative agent of 
value in restoring lost nervous energy and also 
of value as a stomachic. I am not impressed 
with the force of this distinction. It is too 
slender a basis for a finding that the complain- 
ant is guilty of fraud and too slight a dis- 
tinction to affect the decision of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals affirming this injunction 
order. 

The opinion of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
affirming this injunction order was handed 
down November 20, 1907, after a hearing on 
October 15, 1907. The defense of unclean hands 
was before that court, and the defendants 
then knew of the use by the complainant of 
the Moxie bottle-wagons and had had actual 
knowledge of such use since July, 1907, yet 
they proceeded to a hearing withoat bringing 
the matter to the attention of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals or asking leave to present it to this 
court. Sven if this can be said to be newly 
discovered evidence, which is doubtful, the de- 
fendants, if they deemed the matter of con- 
sequence, should have brought it to the at- 
tention of the Circuit Court of Appeals or of 
this court immediately upon its discovery, and 
should not have reserved it as a ground for a 
new motion to dissolve the injunction after 
the appellate court had affirmed the injunction 
order. If this course were permissible it 
would tend to encourage laches and to multiply 
appeals. 

The motion to dissolve the injunction is de- 
nied.

of such libel proceedings and the execution 
and delivery of good and sufficient bond to the 
effect that such articles shall not be sold or 
otherwise disposed of contrary to the provisions 
of this act or the laws of any State, Territory, 
District or insular possession, the court may by 
order direct that such articles be delivered to 
the owner thereof. The proceedings of such 
libel cases shall conform, as near as may be, to 
the proceedings in admiralty, except that either 
party may demand trial by jury of any issue 
of fact joined in any such case, and all such 
proceedings shall be at the suit of and in the 
name of the United States. 

Sec. 11. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall deliver to the Secretary of Agriculture 
upon his request from time to time samples of 
paint, turpentine and linseed oil which are 
being imported into the United States or offered 
for import, giving notice thereof to the owner 
or consignee, who may appear before the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture and have the right to in- 
troduce testimony, and if it appear from the 
examination of such samples that any such ar- 
ticle offered to be imported into the United 
States is adulterated or misbranded within the 
meaning of this act. or is of a kind forbidden 
entry into or forbidden to be sold or restricted 
in sale in the country in which it is made, or 
from which it is exported, or is otherwise 
falsely labeled in any respect, the said article 
shall be refused admission, and the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall refuse delivery to the 
consignee, and shall cause the destruction of 
any goods refused delivery which shall not be 
exported by the consignee within three months 
from the date of notice of such refusal under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may prescribe: Provided, that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may deliver to the con- 
signee such goods pending examination and 
decision in the matter on execution of a penal 
bond for the amount of the full invoice value 
of such goods, together with the duty thereon, 
and on refusal to return such goods for any 
eause to the custody of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, when demanded, for the purpose of 
excludiing them from the country, or for any 
other purpose, said consignee shall forfeit the 
full amount of the bond: And provided further, 
that all charges for storage, cartage and labor 
on goods which are refused admission or de- 
livery, shall be paid by the owner, or con- 
signee, and in default of such payment shall 
constitute a lien against any future importa- 
tion made by such owner or consignee. 

Sec. 12. That the term ‘“‘territory’’ as used 
in this act shall include the insular possessions 
of the Uagited States. The word ‘“‘person’’ as 
used in this act shall be construed to import 
both the plural and the singular, as the case 
demands, and shall include corporations, com- 
panies, societies and associations. When con- 
struing and enforcing the provisions of this 
act, the act, omission, or failure, of any of- 
ficer, agent or other person acting for or em- 
ployed by any corporation, company, society or 
association, within the scope of his employment 
or office, shall In every case be also deemed 
to be the act, omission or failure of such cor- 
poration, company, society or association as 
well as that of the person.

A Bill to Prevent Adulteration of 


Paris Green. 


A MEASURE INTRODUCED BY SENATOR 
KITTREDGE, OF SOUTH DAKOTA, 
WOULD PREVENT THE MANUFAC- 
TURE, SALE OR TRANSPORTA- 
TION OF ADULTERATED OR 
MISBRANDED PARIS 





GREEN AND OTHER 
INSECTICIDES AND 
FUNGICIDES, ETC. 


Washington, April 10, 1908. 
Senator Kittredge, of South Dakota, has 
introduced in the Senate a bill “for pre- 


venting the manufacture, sale or trans- 
portation of adulterated or misbranded 
fungicides, paris greens, lead arsenates 


and other insecticides and for regulating 
trafic therein and for other purposes,”’ 
This interesting measure is drawn upon 
the general lines of the pure food and drug 
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law and provides a comprehensive system 
for the regulation of the manufacture 
and sale of the products referred to. 

Section 1 of the bill makes it unlawful 
for any person to manufacture within 
any Territory or the District of Colum- 
bia any fungicides or paris green or lead 
arsenate or other insecticide which is 
adulterated or misbranded within the 
meaning of the act. The second section 
makes it a misdemeanor to transport from 
State tu State any of these articles which 
are misbranded or adulterated subject to 
the following proviso:— 

“Provided, That no article shall be deemed 
misbranded or adulterated within the provisions 
of this act when intended for export to any for- 
eign country and prepared or packed according 








to the specifications or directions of the for- 
eign purchaser when no substance is used in 
the preparation or packing thereof in conflict 
with the laws of the foreign country to which 
said article is intended to be shipped; but if 
said article shall be in fact sold or offered for 
sale for domestic use or consumption, then this 


proviso shall not exempt said article from the 
operation of any of the other provisions of this 
act.’ 

Section 8 of the bill authorizes the Sec- 
retaries of the Treasury, Agriculture and 
Commerce and Labor to make uniform 
rules and regulations for carrying out the 
provisions of the act, including the collec- 
tion and examination of specimens which 
may be placed on the market by manu- 
facturers. The fourth section provides 
for the examination of samples and di- 
rects the Secretary of Agriculture in case 
evidences of adulteration or misbranding 
are discovered to notify the manufacturer, 
who is given an opportunity to be heard. 
in the event that the law appears to have 
been violated the Secretary is required 
to certify the facts to the proper district 
attorney, who is required by section 5 to 
cause appropriate proceedings to be com- 


menced and prosecuted in the proper 
courts of the United States without delay, 
The definitions of the term fungicide 


and the specifications regarding adulter- 
ation and misbranding are set forth in 
sections 6, 7,8 and 9 of the act. These are 
the most important features of the bill 
and are as follows:— 

“Seé. 6. That the term ‘fungicide’ as used 
in this act shall include any substance o1 
mixture of substances intended to be used for 
destroying, repelling, or mitigating any and 
all fungi that may infest vegetation or be 
present in any environment whatever. The 
term ‘insecticide’ used in this act shall in- 
clude any substance or mixture of substances 
intended to be used for destroying, repelling, 
or mitigating any and all insects which may 
infest vegetation, man or other animals, or 
households, or be present in any environment 
whatsoever. The term ‘paris green’ as used in 
this act shall include the product sold in com- 
merece as paris green and chemically known 
is the aceto-arsenite of copper. The term 
‘lead arsenate’ as used in this act shall in- 
clude the product or products sold in com- 
merece as lead arsenate and consisting chem- 
ically of products derived from arsenic acid 
(H,ASO,) by replacing one or more hydrogen 
atoms by lead. The terms ‘original unbroken 
package’ or ‘unbroken package’ as used in 
this act shall ‘signify the original package, 
carton, case, can, box, barrel, bottle, vial, or 
other receptacle put up by the manufacturer 
to which the label is attached, making one 
complete package of the paris green, lead 
arsenate, or other insecticide. The original 
package contemplated includes both the whole- 
sale and the retail package, 

“Sec. 7. That for the purpose of this act 
an article shall be deemed to be adulterated:— 

‘In the case of paris green:—First, if it 
does not contain at least fifty-five per centum 
of arsenious oxide; second, if it contains ar- 
senic in water-soluble forms equivalent to 
more than three and a half per centum of ar- 
senious oxide; third, if any substance has been

mixed and packed with it so as to reduce or 
lower or injuriously affect its quality or 
strength. 

‘‘In the case of lead arsenate:—First, if it 


contains more than fifty per centum of water; 
second, if it contains arsenic in water-soluble 
forms equivalent to more than one per centum 
of arsenic oxide; third, if any substance has 
been mixed and packed with it so as to re- 
duce or lower or injuriously affect its quality 
or strength 


‘In the or insecticides, 


ease of fungicides 
other than paris green and lead arsenate:— 
First, if its strength or purity fall below the 
professed standard or quality under which it is 
sold; second, if any substance has been substi- 
tuted wholly or in part for the article; third, 
if any valuable constituent of the article has 
been wholly or in part abstracted. 

“Sec. 8. That the term ‘misbranded’ as used 
herein shall apply to all fungicides, paris 
greens, lead arsenates or other insecticides or 
articles which enter into the composition of 
fungicides or insecticides, the package or label 
of which shall bear any statement, design or 
device regarding such article or the ingre- 
dients or substances contained therein which 
shall be false or misleading in any particular, 
and to any fungicide, paris green, lead arsenate 
or other insecticide which is falsely branded as 
to the State, Territory, or country in which it 
is manufactured or produced. 

“Sec. 9. That for the purposes of this act an 
article shall be deemed to be misbranded:— 

“In the case of fungicides, paris greens, lead 
arsenates and insecticides other than paris 
greens:—First, if it be an imitation or offered 
for sale under the name of another article; 
second, if it be labeled or branded so as to de- 
ceive or mislead the purchaser, or if the con- 
tents of the package as originally put up shall 





have been removed in whole or in part and 
other ccntents shall have been placed in such 
package; third, if in package form, and the 


contents are stated in terms of weight or mea- 
sure, they are not plainly and correctly stated 
on the outside of the package. 





‘In the case of fungicides and insecticides 
other than paris greens and lead arsenates:— 
First, if it contains arsenic in any of its com- 
binaticns or in the elemental form and the to- 
tal amount of arsenic present (expressed a. per 
centum of metallic arsenic) is not stated on the 
label; second, if it contains arsenic in any of 
its ccmbinations or in the elemental form and 
the amount of arsenic in water soluble forms 
(expressed as per centum of metallic aresnic) is 


not stated on the label; third, if it consists 
partially or completely of an inert substance 
or substances which do not destroy, repel or 


mitigate insects or fungi and does not have the 
names and percentage amounts of each and 
every one of such inert ingredients plainly and 
correctly stated on this label: Provided, how- 
ever, that in lieu of naming and stating the 
percentage amounts of each and every inert in- 
gredient the producer may at his discretion 
state plainly upon the label the correct names 
and percentage amounts of each and every in- 
gredient of the fungicide or insecticide hav- 
ing fungicidal or insecticidal properties and 
make no mention of the inert ingredients, ex- 
cept in so far as to state the total percentage 
of inert ingredients present.’’ 

Section 10 of the bill is the usual guar- 
aniy clause and provides that no dealer 
shall be prosecuted when he can estab- 
lish a guaranty signed by the whole- 
sale1, Jobber or manufacturer that the 
goods sold by him are not adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of the 
Sections 11 and 12 are administrative

East Mississippi River Petroleum 
Developments. 


Montpelier, Ind., April 8, 1908. 


Last week’s operations in the high-grade pe- 
troleum fields east of the Mississippi River 
shows but little change from the previous 
week’s development work. Good weather has 
prevailed outside of a little rain that made the 
roads somewhat muddy, but not enough to 
check the hauling of material. None of the 
fields is showing the activity that has been 
expected of them, especially the Illinois field, 
which was looked upon as a point where the 
drill would be rushed as soon as weather 
permitted. 

The total production of all fields east of the 
Mississippi River during March shows a slight 
decline in stocks, but nothing like they have 
been for several months back. The total runs 
for the month from the wells were 4,728,816 
barrels, a daily average of 152,542 barrels, and 
the deliveries for the same period were 5,200,- 
202 barrels, or an average daily of 167,750 bar- 
rels, showing that just 471,416 barrels were 
taken from the surplus stocks to meet the de- 
mand in the crude product, which is not at 
all discouraging to the trade, as it rather helps 
along what may soon be a better price for the 
crude. Better prices may prevail in all the 
Eastern fields outside of Illinois, while no 
change in the quotations of the latter State is 
looked for, as the ruling price there has been 
better than most of the new flelds enjoyed in 
their infancy. Lima crude during its greater 
boom only brought fifteen cents per barrel. 

During the last week in all fields a total of 
144 wells were drilled, with forty-two dry holes 
and gas wells, and a new production of 6,133 
barrels, distributed by fields as follows:—

Mid-Continent Petroleum Operations. 
Independence, Kan., April 6, 1908. 


The last week has been one of extreme quiet 
in the mid-continent field. The chief topic of 
discussion has been the probability of another 
pipe line to the gulf—to be built by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company—and the probable action of 
the Oklahoma Legislature. In the former case 
there is no question whatever there is some- 
thing in the air. Your correspondent stated in 
his annual report to the Reporter that there 
were probabilities that the Prairie or the 
Standard would build a line from this field to 
the Gulf by way of Arkansas and Louisiana, 
and that prediction is now accepted as a fore- 
gone conclusion, although up to that time the 
report had not been given to print. The only 
check to the immediate construction of the line 
is the attitude of the Interior Department in 
Oklahoma. Oil men generally in the field 
want the rules changed. Another pipe line 
would give them a market for all their oil and 
until it does come there must continue more 
or less to be a stagnation in this field, for 
there is more oi] than can be got rid of for 
several years. During the past few days word 
has come from Washington that the secretary 
has about reached the point of announcing a 
change. One is expected in a few days. No 
news would be more welcome at this time— 
unless it would be dollar oil. 

A little while ago Governor Haskell stated 
that Oklahoma wanted the ofl man and his 
industry and his investments, but the oil fra- 
ternity is beginning to doubt the sincerity of 
Oklahoma. It is now proposed to oppress 
them by taxation. Both an ad valorum and ex- 
cise tax is being considered, and naturally the 
producers are opposed. The short grass coun- 
try wants part of the ofl men’s money to 
help out their part of the State, although there 
is no oil produced in that part of the State. 
It is purely a matter of extreme selfishness. 
The commercial organizations of the eastern 
part of the State held a meeting at Muskogee 
the last few days and adopted resolutions fa- 
voring fair and just treatment to the oi] men 
and against burdensome taxation. 

A little while ago the mills and packing 
houses of Kansas City, which are buying the 


residuum from the Kansas refineries for fuel 
because it is cheap, made complaint to the 
State oil inspector that they were not get- 
ting their money’s worth and that the re- 
fineries were dumping all their leavings on 
them The inspector at once announced that 


he would make an inspection of fuel oil in the 
future. Immediately there was a storm of 
protest from the refiners, who objected to pay- 
ing 10 cents a barrel for having their residuum 
or fuel oll inspected. They do not claim that 
it is anything more than residuum and it is 
being sold on a gravity system anyway. To 
charge them 10 cents a barrel would be to put 
them out of the business, as they have been 
making only 6 cents a barrel. The outcome 
of the matter was that the inspector found he 
could not make an inspection under the law, 
as the law provides that only oil for Nght 
and heat can be inspected and this oil is used 


for fuel. So no inspection will be made. The 
inspector, however, will make a test of dis- 
tillates. used for domestic purposes, and will 


so announce in a few days. His decision in 
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this matter has not yet been made 7

The lull in business generally over the coun- 
try, the approach of summer and other con- 
ditions peculiar to this particular period, are 
having an effect upon the refined trade in the 
West. The refinery at Neodesha, which gen- 
erally employs 140 men, is now running only 
half time, employing 60 men. There is a 
shortage of orders, This, however, is regarded 
as only temporary. The demand for gasoline 
in the West is growing with marvelous rapid- 
ity. From now until October there will be al- 
most twice as much used as kerosene, and yet 
five years ago very little gasoline was used in 
the State. The change has been brought about 
by the introduction of automobiles and the use 
of gas engines among farmers. Five years ago 
there was only one refinery in Kansas, the 
Standard, now there are eighteen, and yet the 
Standard is selling twice as much oil as it ever 
did. This goes to show the growth of Kansas 
and the development of the use of refined oils. 


SOME FIELD NOTBS. 


The principal interest in field operations con- 
tinues to be at Bald Hill. The completions of 
the last week have been more encouraging. 
Some good wells have been drilled and a fleld 
at that point is more promising than at any 
previous date. The half dozen wells due for 
completion this month should give a pretty 
fair idea of the extent of the pool. 

There continues to be increasing interest at 
Muskogee and there is little doubt that the line 
of operations at present will be followed up 
and that Muskogee will yet boast of a re- 
spectable oil field. The wells now being drilled 
are quite regular and are paying producers, 
indicating that the formation so long sought 
has at last been found, although it may not 
have been found in its richest spot yet. 

There ie still a considerable drilling around 
Delaware, and fine wells continue to be found. 
This has been a remarkable pool. The sand 
is found at from 550 to 700 feet; the drilling 
is easy and inexpensive and the wells start 
out at from 50 to 1,500 barrels and hold up 
well. The oil is as good grade as is found in 
the Cherokee. And yet oil men scoffed at 
such shallow welle at first and would have 
nothing to do with them. The first drilling at 
Delaware resulted in many dry holes and for 
a long time it was not believed a paying pool 
would ever be found in that vicinity. But it 
was finally struck and now handsome new 
homes in Independence tell the tale. 


Some excellent gas wells are being found 
near the southern line of Allen county, Kan. 
During the last month over 21,000,000 cubic 


feet of gas have been developed. 

The great Caney gas well, which burned so 
long two years ago and which wae supposed to 
have become exhausted, was cleaned out and 
is now bigger than ever. 

The Hogan Oil Company is a new one. The 
first venture was a well on the Eva M. Henry 
farm in 11-27-13, east of Dewey, and it started 
off modestly at 20 barrels. 

The Cinco Oil Company has its No. 4 on the 
William Longbone, 18-27-13, Dewey, in and it 
is a 60-barreler. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company's No. 3 on 
the Ben Gilcrease allotment in section 33 in 
the Glenn pool came in at 100 barrels. 

The Appleton Osage Oil Company got a fine 
well in its No. 7 on Osage lot 67. It began life 
by putting up 200 barrels the first day. 

The Anchor Oil Company (Frank Phillips’ 
company) has completed its No. 2 well on the 
Longbone lease in 18-27-14. This is the second 
well on the lease mentioned last week as hav- 
ing a well that had done 100 barrels a day for 
nearly a year through the casing and is now 
doing 100 barrels a day, one pump, while all 
around it are dry holes. 

The Wann Gas Company has drilled a gasser 
in the Tyro pool. It is No. 1 on the B. Ward 
farm, 29-29-14, just south of the Kansas State 


line. It is good for two million feet of gas. 
F. W. Galer & Co. have drilled in another 
well on the Weaver tract, 26-26-16, Nowata, 


shallow sand district. It is good for 15 barrels. 

The Independent Oil Company, owned by 
George Forbes and others, of Olean, N. Y., has 
completed its No. 9 on the Walter H. Walker 
land in 9-26-13, Smith pool, east of Bartlesville, 
and has a 100-barrel producer.

Featureless Week in Kentucky Pe- 
troleum Field, 


Barbourville, Ky., April 8, 1908. 


The last week in the Kentucky petroleum 
fields has been without any feature of partic- 
ular interest. A fair state of activity is noted 
in several directions, and a number of new 
wells are drilling and starting in the Wayne 
and Wolfe county fields. A completion slightly 
above the average was made in the deep sand 
pool of Wolfe county early in the week, a 
twenty-barrel oiler coming in in the Campton 
pool. This was the only strike of the week in 
upper Kentucky developments. In the Wayne 
countv pools a two-barreler was made in the 
Slickford pool, one doing twenty barrels came 
in on Sinking Creek and a brace of dusters is 
reported from the Mount Pisgah district, where 
some new drilling is centered. Outside Wolfe 
and Wayne counties the only other strike was 
made in Bath county, an eight-barreler result- 
ing from a test beyond the pipe line. 

While conditions in the field, as a whole, 
show some improvement at the beginning of the 
month, conditions are discouraging in some 
sections. Cumberland and Clinton counties, 
where the industry has been at low ebb all 
winter, will receive a decided setback by the 
removal of the Standard Oil Company's pipe 
lines connecting the two counties. The line is 
now being taken up, and unless something un- 
expected occurs, the removal of the pipe line 
will cause a suspension of the oil development 
industry in these fields for a time. Cumberland 
county was at one time the great drawing card 
for the Kentucky petroleum fields, and has 


been punctured in hundreds of spots. The 
famous gushing wells, producing 400 and 500 
barrels daily on initial showings, have gone 


dry, and no new production is now in sight. 
There is a possibility of developments being 
continued, and a market furnished by the old 
barge-line method, but this is a remote possi- 
bility. 

While some of the old producing districts 
of the State are being dropped as bad propo- 
sitions, the trade is entering several sections 
where the possibilities have not been tried out 


to any great extent, and the coming few 
months will probably witness more activity 
along purely ‘‘wildcat’’ lines than formerly. 


Some new capital is developing territory in 
upper Kentucky, efforts being centered in Mor- 
gan county. One well is drilling, and loca- 
tions have been made for several others. Drill- 
ing along new lines continues in several West- 
ern Kentucky counties, but no great encourage- 
ment has yet been received. However, tests 
are widely scattered, and there is a chance of 
getting a lead on new spots. Many counties 
in which prospecting is being done line up well 
with producing territory, and the drill may 
take a new turn if by chance the right spot 
is hit. 

The better grade Kentucky oil is now at the 
dollar mark, the prevailing quotation being be- 
low the figures at this season last year, but 
dollar oil is some inducement for test work, 
and now that conditions are more favorable for 
field operations, operators who have been hold- 






























ing territory during the winter are expected to 
begin developments.

March Review of California Petro- 
leum Field. 

Los Angeles, April 4, 1908. 


The month just closed shows a considerable 
increase in production throughout the State, 
although no new territory has been opened. 
The increased output all comes from the devel- 
oped fields, and all of it is taken care of 
under contracts now in force. There has been 
no appreciable decline in price, although pre- 
dictions are made that field operations must 
be curtailed somewhat if the present prices are 
to be maintained. Wildcatting so far has not 
done any damage to the market, however, and, 
considering the natural decline in old wells, 
it is asserted that a large amount of new work 
will be necessary constantly to keep even with 
present demands, and producers can see nothing 
but good prices for their product for at least 
two or three years. That the railroads—the 
largest consumers of fuel oil on the coast— 
need oil is evidenced by their efforts to secure 
it by operating their own lands, some of which 
have never before been touched. It is further 
pointed out that within a year the Western 
Pacific Railroad, the road by which the Gould 
interests expect to reach the Pacific Coast, will 
be in the market for large quantities of liquid 
fuel. This, together with the ever increasing 
demand occasioned by coastwise steamship lines 
adopting vil as fuel, will increase the con- 
sumption to any point likely to be reached in 
output by work now under way o@ in prospect, 


LOS ANGELES FIELD. 


This field has developed into one of the 
largest in the State and hae attracted some of 
the most important interests connected with 
the industry. The Standard has not yet secured 
a footing here, but Standard agents have been 
easting about for several months for a chance 
to secure property here. In various parts of 
the State this concern has secured control 
by purchase or lease of extensive tracts, and 
its policy # to go into the producing business 
on a large scale. That it will soon be operat- 
ing in the Los Angeles field there seems little 
doubt. 

The production of the Union Oil Company in 
this field has reached such proportions that it 
can no longer depend on the Associated Oil 
Company’s pipe line for transportation and has 
secured a franchise for a pipe line from its 
property in the field to its storage tanks near 
the city. The distance is about eight miles 
and it is said an eight-inch line will be laid. 

The production of this field remains about 
the same as last reported. The two large wells 
brought in by the Union a month ago and the 
one finished by the Associated about the same 
time have dropped off some, although all three 
are still doing about 800 barrels each daily. 
No large wells were brought in during March, 
although the Brea Ranch and the Pacific Elec- 
tric each finished one good for about 150 bar- 
rels. The Doheny interests should finish at 
least one well in the Niles tract during the 
present month, and this property is watched 
with much interest, owing to the big price 
paid for the land, viz., $50,000 bonue and one- 
fifth royalty on 80 acres. It joins the Union 
property, on which the large wells above men- 
tioned are located and is considered gilt edged. 
The Moon well at Sawtelle is not yet com- 
pleted and nothing can be known of this section 





until it is. A summary of operations in the

KBEPRN RIVER FIELD. 


Activity in this field which wae promised by 
the consummation of the contract for oil at 
60c, between the Associated and the Independ- 
ent Agency has been retarded some on account 
of a shortage of lumber for rigs. Several con- 
cerns which had made arrangements to drill 
are impatiently waiting a settlement of labor 
troubles which has caused the shortage in 
lumber. A number of companies are drilling, 
however, but the most extensive operations are 
being carried on by the Associated Oil Com- 
pany. This concern has hundreds of acres 
within the proven limits of the field which 
have never been touched and it is said this 
will all be drilled as rapidly as possible. The 
members of the Independent Agency will en- 
gage in drilling only enough wells to keep up 
pregent production as their contract calls for a 
maximum of 16,000 barrels per day and they 
can produce that now. There are, however, 
several new concerns which propose drillin 
extensively. The Sisnon Oil Company, one o 
these, is now drilling on a tract in the center 
of the fleld and has even contracted for its 
output at 50c. per barrel—a cut of 10c. on the 
price at which the Agency is selling. This is 
already having its effect on the price of daily 
balances and the marketing agencies are taking 
advantage of it. New concerns going into the 
field cannot now hope for better than 50c. 
unless they identify themselves with the 
Agency. 

The Standard has commenced operating its 
pipe line from this field to Point Richmond and 
expects from now on to continue pumping.

M’ KITTRICK—SUNSET—MIDWAY. 


These three fields comprise what is referred 
to by oil men as the West Side, being on the 
range of mountains on the west side of the 
valley. ‘Considerable new work here is also 
being done. At McKittrick the associated 
properties are the most active, although sev- 
eral independent concerns are running tools. 
In the Midway district the Santa Fe is the 
most actively engaged at present on its re- 
cently acquired properties, and, it is said, will 
cease new work at Fullerton and devote its 
entire attention to its Midway properties. This 
revives rumors of the extension of the rail- 
road from Sunset to the Midway, a distance of 
about fifteen miles, in order to take care of its 
product. Other operators in the district thus 
have hopes of getting their goods to market. 
There are hundreds of acres of proven, but 
practically undeveloped, land in this section 
where a large amount of work would be done 
if means were afforded of getting the oil to 
market when produced. 

A lease has just been concluded here on 640 
acres of such land whereby the lessees agree 


to drill 160 wells within ten years. Fifteen 
hundred dollars an acre was offered for 40 
acres near this tract recently, but was re- 


fused by the owner 

The Jewett & Blodgett interests in Sunset 
are running twelve strings of tools in an en- 
deavor to secure enough oil to fill their con- 
tract with the Salt Lake Railroad, made some 
time ago. It is said they are now obliged to 
buy oil to apply in this contract, owing to a 


shortage on their own properties. The sum-

COALINGA FIELD. 


Several large wells were brought in during 
March in this field, increasing the production 
about 2,500 barrels daily. The Associated com- 
pleted a well on the West Side which started 
off at about 1,500 barrels. The ‘Limited’ 


















finished two wells, the initial output of which 
combined was 2,500 barrels. One other well 
came in at about 800 barrels. All of these 
have declined, but will settle down into good 
big wells. There is more drilling being done 
in Coalinga at present than in any other field 
in the State, and the output is probably the 
largest. The quality of much of the oil is in 
good demand by the Standard, and its refinery 
at Port Harford is largely supplied with the 
crude from this field. The Associated pipe 
line from here to the coast at Monterey takes 
care of the heavier fuel product, so the output 
is readily disposed of, and no oil is going into 






storage. The S. P. railroad continues actively 
in new work in its several properties. No 
wildeatting is being done near this field at 
present.

SANTA MARIA FIELD. 


One of the most important items of news in 
connection with this field is the reported sale 
of the Graciosa Oil Company to the Standard. 
Persistent rumors are to the effect that ne- 
gotiations are about completed. The Standard 
has no production in this field as yet, although 
it owns an 8-inch pipe line to seaboard. The 
Union's hold on the field has handicapped the 
Standard greatly, and it has been a difficult 
matter to secure enough oil to keep the pipe 
line busy, and Santa Maria oil is just the 
quality of oil the Standard wants. Again, the 
Graciosa Oil Company has a $1,500,000 refund- 
ing plant at Port Harford, which it has never 
operated, owing to the demands on its produc- 
tion from other sources. The Standard is a 
refiner of oil, and wants no competitors. Its 
offer of 85 cents for daily balances in this 
field after the Graciosa had contracted with 
Japanese parties at 42 cents, indicated that 
there might be ‘‘something doing.’’ There- 
fore, the reported negotiations are a logical 
outcome of recent history in this field. 

Intense activity continues in all parts of the 
field and all companies are rushing new work 
with all speed. The new well (No. 2) of the 
Palmer Oil Company, reported brought in dur- 
ing March, is being drilled deeper, and an at- 
tempt will be made to go 3,000 feet. This 
location is 2% miles east of No. 1, and opens 
up a large district in the Cat Canyon district. 
The Foxen Oil Company is drilling a test well 
five miles east of Palmer No. 2 and expects 
to prove a continuous belt to that point. The 
hole is 2,100 feet deep and is gassing heavily. 
A strike is expected. 


The Union is drilling a well to test a portion 
of the Newlove tract, heretofore untouched. It 
is located about three miles north and east of 
present development on the tract and is intend- 
ed to show a possible connection between the 
wells located on opposite sides of the hills sep- 
arating them. 

The Arroyo Grande and Huasna districts are 
quiet, and only four strings of tools are running

March Review of Gulf Coast Petro- 
leum Fields. 


The production of the Jennings, La., fleld 
proved a conspicuous feature of develop- 
ments in the Gulf Coast region during March, 
surpassing the record of other districts. The 
yield of the Jennings wells for the month is 
placed at 557,500 barrels, while the output of 
other Louisiana fields is estimated at 45,130 
barrels, a total of 602,630 barrels for the State. 
Southeastern Texas contributed 1,061,350 bar- 
rels, bringing the aggregate for the region to 
1,663,980 barrels, against 1,497,950 barrels as 
the total for February. Every field in the 
Texas end scored an increased production last 
month, the greatest gain being credited to 
Spindletop. The Anse la Butte district was 
the only one in Louisiana to record a dimin- 
ished output. The total movement and cen- 
sumption of the Gulf Coast region for March 
is estimated at 949,814 barrels, distributed as 
follows:—Rail and port shipments, 769,814 bar- 
rels; refinery consumption, 150,000 barrels; field 
consumption, 30,000 barrels. The February 
total was 977,113 barrels. Statistics on field 
operations show completions of 82 wells, of 
which 61 were successful, contributing a new 
daily production of 25,375 barrels. The average 
per producing well is raised to 416 barrels, 
against 234% barrels as the average for Feb- 
ruary. Further declines have been recorded 
in crude prices, ranging from 2 to 6 cents, 
which are attributed to the increased produc- 
tion last month, the heavy surplus carried over 
from the previous month and the fact that the 
fuel oil demand of Northern Texas is being 
largely supplied by Oklahoma crude and re- 
siduum. The following statistics on produc- 
tion, movement and consumption and field 
operations are furnished by the Oil Investors’

28 copecks per pood free on rail Baku, and the 
price for forward delivery is 28% copecks per 
pood free on rail Baku. Kerosene for prompt 
delivery free on rail Baku is 33 copecks per 
pood. The position at Baku is still unsatis- 
factory, and no news is to hand of a termina- 
tion of the strike. 

The stocks at Batoum continue to increase, 
and during the past fortnight an increase is 
recorded of about 700,000 poods. ‘The ship- 
ments during this time show a large decrease, 
which accounts for the increase in the stocks. 
The season for the opening of the Volga navi- 
gation is now at hand. and it can therefore be 
assumed that when the river traffic commences 
larger quantities will be shipped to the in- 
terior and the stocks consequently reduced.

Nos. 1, 3 and 4 show 50, 170 and 32 
barrels, respectively; Ohio River 
Realty Company Nos, 1, 2 and 3 show 
185, 200 and 180 barrels, respectively. 
Ferguson & Co.’s No, 1 on the Mahan 
lot is holding up at 200 barrels a day. 
William Freudenberger & Co.’s test on 
the J. H. McKee farm, located on the 
Ohio side, opposite the Follansbee 
pool, failed to disclose any promising 
showing of oil. The well was drilled 
with a view of developing an extension 
to the rich pool on the West Virginia 
side, but the theory did not work out 
as expected. The well is located one- 
fourth of a mile north of Mingo Junc- 
tion in Jefferson county. The Berea 
grit formation was found to be broken 
and contained no oil. 


Advices from Jennings, La., indicate 
the probability of a lawsuit between 
the rice planters and oil operators of 
that section over alleged damage to the 
rice crop by the flowing of immense 
quantities of salt water from the oil 
field through the waters from which 
the irrigating canals draw their sup- 
ply for the rice plantations. The 
farmers, it stated, contemplate en- 
joining the oil operators from polluting 
their water supply during the rice ir- 
rigating season, which lasts from May 
to September. The operators contend 
that the waters now used as an out- 
let form a natural source of drainage 
for the Jennings oil field, that it is a 
government stream of common enjoy- 
ment, that they cannot produce oil 
without bringing to the surface con- 
siderable amounts of salt water and 
that an injunction to restrain the 
operators from disposing of the salt 
water by the present method would 
compel the closing down of practically 
all of the wells now in operation.

Whatever improvement in general 
trading conditions was experienced 
with the turn of the current month ap- 
pears to have dissipated during the 
passing of the week under review and 
reports of a restricted movement have 
been general. It is difficult to interest 
buyers beyond their most urgent re- 
quirements, as there is scarcely a line 
that offers any particular incentive for 
the early future. Price developments 
of the week havg not been of especial 
interest. A flurry in opium was a fea- 
ture of short duration, the market clos- 
ing on an irregular basis. The foreign 
events of quinine interest were without 
noteworthy significance. C. P. glycerine 
has again yielded to the keenness of 
outside selling pressure and the dis- 
turbance in the dynamite situation. 
There was a better tone to Haarlem 
oil. Cable advices were of more fa- 
vorable portent on some of the Messina 
oils, but no improvement on spot values 
Was occasioned. The soaring course of 
spearmint oil has been maintained. 
Golden seal was available at a lower 
figure owing to the availability of 
cheaper lots in the country. The week’s

There was a flurry of interest late in 
the week when a leading dealer who 
was credited with being the cheapest 
seller at $4.37% for cases, announced an 
advance to $4.45, the change being 
based on cable advices indicating new 
damage to the spring sowings. The 
lead was, however, not generally fol- 
lowed and at the close $4.40 was still 
an open quotation for cases, the usual 
premium being asked for broken lots. 
Powdered was the subject of less fa- 
_vorable reports and while $5.20@5.30 
seemed the ruling range at the close, 
intimations were current that less was 
being done. There has been nothing 
of an encouraging character in local 
trading conditions during the week and 
there are few case inquiries in the mar- 
ket. Our correspondents in the pri-

Quinine, 


The foreign events have tended to 
break the monotonous course the mar- 
ket had followed since the recent Am- 
sterdam bark sale, but their outcome 
has been without particular significance 
on the prospect for any early change in 
quinine values, The first event was the 
Java quinine auction on Wednesday, at 
which a lower unit resulted, 11%, 
against 12.40 florins at the previous sale. 
At the former basis ninety-two per 
cent. of the offerings, or about 80,000 
ounces, found buyers. The following

The auction consisted of 8,940 bales and 542 
cases, or 876,321 kilos, of Java cinchona bark, 
containing 51,544 kilos of quinine, of which 
114,338 kilos were of druggists’ bark, contain- 
ing 4,250 kilos of quinine and 761,983 kilos of 
manufacturing bark, containing 47,204 kilos of 
quinine, The average percentage of the Manu- 
facturing bark is therefore 6.21 against 6.21 


per cent, for the auction of February last and 
6.09 per cent. for the ten auctions of 1907 on 
average. According to the kinds the participa- 
tion was as follows:—114,338 kilos of Succi- 


rubra; 604,029 kilos of Ledgeriana; 157,954 
kilos of hybrides and other kinds, of which

sisted of 54,191 kilos of government bark and

ACID, CITRIC.—Expectations of buy- 
ers continue to be centered in a further 
yielding of values and the extent of 
trading is accordingly restricted to the 
most urgent requirements at the cur- 
rent basis of 36@36%c., as to style of 
package. 

ANTIMONY.—The easier tendency of 
the ore abroad has been the occasion 
for a revision in quotations for pow- 
dered needle more in buyers’ favor at 
6%@7%e., as to seller and quantity. 

BEESWAX.—Bleachers are in the 
market only for current wants, and 
there is not the animation to trading 
that dealers were hopeful would be 
realized with the advance of the sea- 
son, Stocks, however, are kept within 
moderate bounds, and there is an ap- 
parently steady tone to values. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—There is little 
attempt to disguise the continued dis- 
appointing extent of the consuming 
demand and any suggestion of buying 
advantage the foreign markets might 
offer fails to impress local dealers. We 
have no further price changes to re- 
cord. The quotation of 24%c. for 
North Country, previously noted, has 
been declared to be unwarranted on the 
initial cost. The No. 3 variety is in 
less abundant supply than North Coun- 
try and is maintained at 25@26c. 

COCAINE.—The interval has brought 
no further change in values, but the 
conditions which resulted in the recov- 
ery to $1.90@2, noted previously, seem 
to retain their favorable influence on 
the market.

The movement in Central and South 
American copaiba has been of a routine 
jobbing character, and there has been 
nothing to influence a change in gen- 
eral market conditions.

ers adhering to the 50c. basis, with an 
occasional seller naming 55c. Receipts 
have continued moderate, and first 











hands are reported to have found a 
readier channel for old stocks. In con- 
sequence, their views are more steadily 
maintained. Recent arrivals of Para 
have been taken up at what are de- 
clared to have been top prices. There 
is an apparently uniform market for 
Canada fir at $4@4.10, as to style of 
package and stocks at primary points 
are said to be practically nil. Sup- 
plies of Oregon fir are well up to re- 
quirements, but quotations seem steady 
at $1.25 in barrels and $1.35 in cans.

The firmness of cut and crushed 
soap bark at 8@8%c. has been well es- 
tablished by steady sales for consum- 
ing account, and unless some relief is 
experienced from the stringency over 
supplies of whole, advanced prices for 
the manufacturing grades with the ad- 
vance of the season seem a logical 
outcome. The availability of whole 
but 


bark on spot has been traced to 
one quarter, where 7%c. is named, 
There has been further manifesta- 


tion of anxiety on the part of primary 
holders of cascara sagrada to move 
their stocks, but local dealers do not 
seem disposed to operate at any terms, 
Late advices from the coast have so- 
licited bids, most of them evading price 
mention. In one well-informed quarter 
it was stated that no figure had been 
named for shipment that would justify 
a selling basis of less than 6%c. spot. 
Present holdings represent relatively 
high cost goods. The range is still T% 
@8'%4c., and a sale of a ton lot of three- 
year-old bark at the outside figure was 
reported. 

The effect of continued firmness of 
cottonroot bark in the country is mit- 
igated by the ‘backward state of the 
local demand, which is said to have 
induced keener selling pressure, with 
the usual result on values. 

Grinding elm has met with a readier 
call and with stocks well concentrated 
prices are firm at 84%@9c. 


Beans. 


The improvement noted for manufac- 
turing requirements with the turn of 
the month has been well sustained 
during the interval, but the disposi- 
tion on the part of buyers to operate 
with more or less conservatism is still 
evinced. Under this condition of af- 
fairs there is no marked incentive 
on the part of local dealers to enter into 
engagements for iorward account, the 
primary markets offering no particu- 
lar inducement. This applies especial- 
ly to the Bourbon situation, advices 
from France indicating continued calm- 
ness, inducing some of the less im- 
portant holders to be more flexible in 
their views on values, It is maintained 
that no Jots of consequence are avail- 
able at the lower range and that with 
any appreciable gain in the demand 
from this quarter the market would be 
restored to its former level. Some of 
the local dealers rely upon the Mexi- 
can cut situation to import a sustain- 
ing influence on the general market for 
the manufacturing varieties. New cuts 
are held with particular firmness by 
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first hands, but the effect is somewhat 
mitigated by the availability of old 
cuts at a fairly reasonable basis. Spot 
quotations show no deviation from the 
schedule lately in effect. We find no 
difficulty in confirming $2.75 for whole 
Bourbon, but the quality is generally 
described as ordinary. Tahitis are 
slow of sale, and there is little doubt 
that a ‘buyer of sizable lots might 
operate to better advantage than the 
listed figures indicate. Our London 
correspondent writes as follows on the 
recent sale of Bourbons there:—

Berries. 


The market for cubebs has been 
without special interest and no more 
than jobbing quantities have been in 
request at the same range of quota- 
tions. 

For prickly ash berries 25@28c. pre- 
vails and the availability of the 23c. 
offerings lately reported is now ques- 
tioned. 

What is said to be the only lot of 
whole sloe berries in the market is held 
at 40c., the quality being described as 
medium. From the same lot a sale was 
reported at a level that occasioned the 
jump to 40c. 


Essential Oils, 


While the developments in spearmint 
have not been of an especially interest- 
ing character during the week, sales at 
advancing prices have been reported 
and under the abnormal condition of 
the available supply, the outlook for a 
further material enhancement of values 
is regarded with the same degree of 
confidence. The market at the close 
was established at  $7.50@8, _ sales 
having been reported at $7.25. Very 
iimited quantities are obtainable at any 
price. 

Of principal interest in the Messina 
essences has been the receipt of cable 
advices noting a rallying tendency in 
bergamot, two advances each of 5c. hav- 
ing been named for shipment of a 
well-known brand, The news had a 
steadying influence on spot, $2.90@3 be- 
ing more generally quoted, but offer- 
ings at $2.80 were still traced. Nothing 
of a favorable nature has been dis- 
closed as to the primary situation of 
lemon, and the extreme dullness of the 
local demand keeps the market sus- 
ceptible to any concessions that may 
be induced with the hopes of stimu- 
lating inquiries. Various quotations 
are current covering the range of $1@ 
$1.25, as to brand and seller, with ar- 
rival prices more in buyers’ favor. 
Sweet orange continues steady at $2.25 
@2.50, but the market is without fea- 
ture or new interest. In another col- 
umn we publish a report issued by a 
local house giving many details of in- 
terest concerning the different oils of 
Sicilian and Calabrian production. 

Business of fairly satisfactory pro- 
portions has been reported in bottled 
peppermint, most of the requirements 
being for export, but the demand for 
bulk oil is very light, with a lower 
quotation in evidence at $1.60. There 
appears to be a keener desire on the 
part of primary holders to move their 
holdings of the last crop before pro- 
ceeding with their plans for the new 
production. 

There seems to be less uniformity in 
quotations for French pennyroyal and 
while the general range is covered by 
$3@3.25, we have found $2.87% named as 
an acceptable basis in one quarter. 

The backward movement in anise and 
cassia has occasioned sharper selling 
tactics, and more favorable terms than 
the listed prices are probably available. 

Citronella is again easier at in 
drums and 26c. in cans.

There is a fairly steady movement 
in Hungarian chamomiles so _ that 
stocks are in comparatively few hands, 
and no lots of consequence are 
obtainable in any quarter. The mar- 
ket is believed to be well cleared of 
the inferior grades, and choice qual- 
ities are also at a minimum. The 
goods in evidence at 19@20c. are de- 
scribed as of medium quality. 

The demand for American saffron is 
confined within retail limits, and the 
market is featureless and of a nom- 
inal character. The usual description 
of the Valencia variety are offered at 
$7.75@8, but for fancy stock up to $9 
is asked. 

Gums. 

Of principal interest in the local 
camphor market was the auction of 90 
cases of Japanese refined of various 
sizes on Friday, as the result of the 
vendee’s refusal to accept the lot on 
arrival for an alleged breach in the 
shipment terms of the contract. The 
entire quantity was sold, all but a few 
cases having been taken by the dealer 
for whose account the lot was import- 
ed. The prices realized were consid- 
ered satisfactory, representing but a 
slight decline from the contract basis. 
For two-third ounce packages 56@57c. 
was paid, half-ounces brought 57c. and 
two and one-half pound slabs were dis- 
posed of at 57%c. The regular market 
for domestic refined has been unevent- 
ful, but quotations are apparently 
steady at 62c. for barrels and 63c. for 
eases. For April shipment of ounces 
London named Is. 114%4d., while 1s. 10d. 
was reported available for May ship- 
ment from Japan. 

The market for chicle retains its fa- 
vorable position and arrivals continue 
to be absorbed on contract engage- 
ments for consuming account. For 
car lots 45@46c. is maintained, and job- 
bing parcels are held at 50@52%4c. 

A leading importer states that the 
new crop of Curacao aloes seems to be 
developing slowly, and as it promises 
to be late greater reserve will be ob- 
served in the disposal of the season's 
yield. Inquiries for forward account 
have been prompted, but no engage- 
ments are said to have been effected. 
Old supplies have been well absorbed 
and the few scattering lots lately re- 
ceived from the producing districts 
have found a ready market. On spot 
8@9c. continues the prevailing range, 
with 7c. regarded as a probability in 
one quarter for single boxes. 

Cable advices received within the 
week were to the effect that the supply 
of arabic sorts abroad was not equal 
to the demand and the market was 
strengthening in consequence. The 
news failed to arouse any particular 
interest on spot, where trading has 
continued of a routine character. There 
is no indication that 8c. is being shaded 
for amber sorts. 


Herbs and Leaves, 


The market for cannabis indica tops 
presents a calm appearance, but values 
are steady at $1.10@1.15. London ad- 
vices report that practically nothing 
of a desirable description is available 
there and for a grade little better than 
siftings 4s. 6d. was quoted. 

The conflicting tenor of foreign re- 
ports on short buchu has had no ap- 
preciable influence on the even course 
of the spot market, the range of 23@ 
26c. being maintained for the choicer 
qualities. 

Yerba santa is dull and depressed by 
heavy stocks, one lot in first hands 
having been in evidence at an extreme 
figure. The revised basis of 6@6%éc. 
in the local trade is of nominal sig- 
nificance. 

Grindelia robusta is easier at 61%4.@7c., 
inquiries being almost at a standstill. 

Wintergreen leaves continue scarce 
and firmly held at 14@15c. 


Roots. 


The week's developments in golden 
seal have tended further in buyers’ 
favor, $1.90 being named as acceptable. 
In one quarter where this quotation 
was available it was stated that the 
relaxation might be attributed to the 
fact that occasional lots had been in 
evidence in the West that permitted 
the lower figure on spot, but the con- 
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tinuance of these offerings was doubt- 


ful. The demand has been slow at 
the relatively high level lately in ef- 
fect. 

St. Vincent arrowroot is in a more 


satisfactory position, with the absorp- 
tion of the forced offerings, and values 
were more regular at 64%4@6%c. 


Freer supplies on a slow market 
have occasioned easier terms for ber- 
beris aquilfollum at 11@18c. and bur- 
dock at 6@7c.

The general market has been lack- 
ing in features or developments of par- 
ticular interest, and price changes have 
been of minor significance. A slightly

Dealers have reported rather an un- 
satisfactory market during the week, 
owing to the crippled condition of 
cable service to and from Calcutta, but 
according to advices received in one 
quarter that market was said to have 
shown a slightly rallying tendency to 
the extent of %@%c. for T. N. Our 
London correspondent cabled lower 
quotations from that quarter at the 
close for the standard mark, 93s. spot 
and 90s. for August futures. 

The London stock on March 31 last 
aggregated 28,219 cases, of which 22,22 
were of orange marks. For the cor- 
responding day of the two previous 
years were recorded totals of 11,755 
cases (6,101 orange) for 1907, and 18,539 
cases (12,605 orange) for 1906. 

The intensity; of competition on spot 
over the bleached marks has shown 
no abatement and while quotations 
have undergone no further change 20c. 
for commercial and 25c. for bone dried 
have been generally met and early de- 
velopments of the price war are likely 
to result in further concessions. T. 
N. is apparently steady at 21@22c. The 
arrival of the Kasenga at Boston was 
reported at the close.

Spices. 


Trading has failed to assume broad- 
er proportions, with the advance of the 
month, which was generally counted 
upon to stimulate buying interest.

There is very little incentive 
to anticipate early consuming require- 
ments. Spot stocks are being steadily 
reduced, and values, on the whole, re- 
flect a farily steady tendency, con- 
sidering general conditions.

Sales at the Florida exchange for the two 
weeks ending March 28 amounted to $40,400. 
On May 1 the Greek divers cease operations, as 
May to September are closed months. The 
price of pure pack Rock Island sheepswool is 
$3 per pound for forms and §$2.70 for cuts. 
Many packers continue to bale an adulterated 


sponge, and on ‘‘doped pack’’ the prices run 
lower. 

At Key West an interesting meeting of 
sponge buyers, vessel owners, merchants and 


other interested parties met and discussed with 
the members of the spongers’ union ways and 
meane to revive the sponge industry and bring 
back for Key West (the old pioneer headquar- 
ters of the sponge business) the marketing of 
the Florida crop, which has recently shifted 
to the adjacent town of Tarpon Springs. As a 
result of the discussion it was agreed that all 
parties interested sign a pledge to aid in re- 
habilitating and bringing back to Key West 
her lost staple—the sponge.

Boat and vessel owners agreed to forfeit a 
bond of $200 should their vessels sell the catch 
elsewhere.

Sicilian Essences. 


The following paper on what are known 
as the Sicilian essences, lemon, bergamot 
and sweet orange, has been issued by 
Fritzsche Brothers, of this city, in ad- 
vance of the semi-annual report of the 
parent house:— 


The exports of essential oils from Sicily and 
Calabria during 1907 surpassed those of 1906 
in weight by 108,570 kilos, in value by 5,616,977 
lire Italian, being about 11% per cent. in 
weight and 30% per cent. in value. The past 
year has been a most remarkable as well as 
a most eventful one in the Sicilian essence 
market, the prices of all essences reaching a 
height not known for nearly a generation. 
While in previous years, at the advent of the 
new crop, quite some stocks of old oil had to 
be carried over, it was a characteristic feature 
of the years 1905 and 1906 that, notwithstand- 
ing a constant increase in the production, the 
export of all essences absorbed nearly the en- 
tire proudction. The exports from 1904 to 1907 
were as follows:—

Of this export total in 1907, 66 per cent. went 
to the United States of America and Great 
Britain combined, as against 57 per cent. in 
1903. Owing to the fact that the exports of 
1905 and 1906 absorbed the entire production, 
an advance in prices took place in 1906, al- 
though within reasonable limits, but the enor- 
mous demand from the United States early in 
1907 finding a depleted market, caused a very 
considerable advance, supported and further 
aided in forcing prices upward by the peculiar 
manipulation of a financially well-backed com- 
bine of land owners and manufacturers. Thus 
by a clique of speculators making good use of 
the favorable conditions, prices were driven to 
a parity of $1.95 a pound for lemon, and there 
is no doubt that they would have remained at 
this high level had not the financial crisis in 
America brought about a change in the situa- 
tion, and gradually shown its effects on the 
world’s entire commerce. The exports, which 
were on the increase until September, from 
that time on fell below the average of the last 
three years, viz.:—

Which figures show that the exports to 
America have a ruling influence on the Sicilian 
essence markets. 

Naturally, a betterment in business condi- 
tions in the United States of America will, in 
all probability, be followed by an improvement 
in prices of Sicilian essences, and this ought 
to be well considered by all those consumers 
who believe that prices will go beck to the 
very low level upon which they were a few 
years ago.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Advices from industrial sources still 
indicate more or less depression in 
trade conditions. The demand for 
manufactured goods generally does not 
show a broadening tendency, and con- 
sumers appear content to limit pur- 
chases to actual or nearby require- 
ments. The panic manifestations have 
all passed, and there has been recovery 
from most of the immediate effects of 
panic, but the improvement has been 
so gradual that it is necessary to look 
back two or three months to see any 
appreciable sign of betterment. The 
reduced output of manufacturers has 
allowed many holders to liquidate their 
over supplies without seriously af- 
fecting market prices. It is stated in 
authoritative circles that actual goods 
held by consumers:are exceptionally 
small, and dealers show no _ inclina- 
tion to increase their purchases until 
there is positive assurance of increased 
consuming power. Conditions abroad 
are improving. The Bank of England 
and the Bank of France are both ina 
very strong position, while money at 
those centers tends consistently easier. 
Germany is about the only weak spot, 
and the comparative high bank rate 
there would seem to indicate that the 
process of liquidation in that country 
has not been as thorough as in the 
rest of the world. A gratifying feature 
at present is the continued heavy ex- 
ports of American products at good 
prices, and the falling off in imports, 
thus establishing a great trade balance 
in favor of this country. This has 
been instrumental, not only in keep- 
ing the gold imported during the panic, 
but also in establishing American 
credits in Europe. 

The market for time money has 
ruled easier. Rates at the close of the 
week were 2% per cent. for 90 days 
and 3@3% per cent. for six months. 
Monday on call at the Stock Ex- 
change ranged from 11%4@2 per cent., 
the closing rate on Friday was 1% per 
cent. Mercantile paper has been in 
moderate demand. Rates at the close 
were 5@5% per cent. for four to six 
months’ bills receivable; 5@5% per cent. 
for choice single names and 6 per cent. 
for other grades. Bar silver closed 
Friday at 54%c. Mexican dollars closed 
at 47c, bid and 52c. asked. The mar- 
ket for sterling exchange has ruled 
steady, closing strong on Friday. Rates 
for actual business at the close were 
4.8665@4.8670 for demand. Cables 4.8685 
@4.8695. Commercial bills were 4.83% 
@4.84. 

After irregularity early in the week, 
the securities market displayed a firm- 
er tendency, closing strong on Friday 
evening. Trading has been of mod- 
erate volume, with much attention 
given, at times, to specialties. 

Although there was little interest 
manifested in Corn Products Refin- 
ing during the early part of the week, 
there was considerable demand on 
Thursday when sales were recorded of 
2,200 shares at advancing prices. There 
was no specific news regarding the 
movement of the stock other than it 
looked cheap around current values. 
Prices have ranged from 12%@14%. 

Directors of the FE. I DuPont de Ne- 
mours Powder Company have declared 
the regular quarterly dividend of 1% 
per cent. on the preferred stock, pay- 
able April 25 to stock of record April 
15. The regular quarterly meeting of 
the directors has been changed from 
the first Wednesday in January, April, 
July and October, to the last Wednes- 
day in February, May, August and No- 
vember, so that the declaration of the 
dividend on the common stock will not 
come up until the next quarterly meet- 
ing on May 27. 

Gross sales of the American Agricul- 
tural Chemical Company for eight 
months and a half of the current fiscal 
year ended March 15 show a very sub- 
stantial increase over the correspond- 
ing period of the 1907 year. The percen- 
tage of increase is quite normal, and 
up to the measure of growth in previ- 
ous years. It is stated that the com- 
pany is selling a larger percentage than 
ever before of the higher-priced fertil- 
izers. The advance in prices made last 
summer has been maintained all 
through the last few months, and will, 
in all probability, become permanent. 
Of the $2,500,000 notes which matured 
March 1, the company paid over $500,000 
in cash out of its treasury, and issued 
short-time paper to provide funds for 
the retirement of the balance. 

In the annual report of the National 
Lead Company, the net earnings were 
$2,942,245, as compared with $2,499,632 in 
1906. In 1907 $2,686,863 was paid in com- 
mon and preferred dividends, an in- 
crease of $671,457 compared with 1906. 
During the year $3,750,000 new preferred 
stock was issued. Because of the larger 
dividends the surplus is much smaller 
for 1907 than in any recent year. The 
total surplus is, however, $4,294,204. 
The balance sheet shows $6,700,865 stock 
on hand. 

A report from Salt Lake states that 
Judge Marshall has handed down a de- 













































cision modifying the perpetual injunc- 
tion and granting the United States 
Smelting, Refining and Mining Com- 
pany permission to run three years to 
demonstrate its contention that it has 
solved the smelter smoke problem by 
means of a bag house. The company 
will resume operations at the Bingham 
Junction plant in about sixty days. 

American Cotton Oil and American 
Linseed Oil securities have been more 
or less neglected, the former ranging 
between 27 and 28, and the latter ruling 
steady at 7@7%. 

Agricultural staples have ruled irreg- 
ular, Corn and oats have firmed up, 
while cotton and wheat have weakened 
under continual selling pressure, influ- 
enced largely by good crop news. The 
range for May wheat was from 97%c.@ 
$1.01%4, closing Friday at 99c. May corn 
ranged from 754@76%c., closing Friday 
at 76%c. May cotton ranged from $9.20 
@9.59, closing Friday at $9.36. Oats 
ranged from 54@54'%c., closing Friday 
at 54c.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, April 8, 1908. 

More or less active short selling caused 
a slight weakness in the seed market 
during the week, and prices at the finish 
are lower than they were at the close a 
week ago It is probable also that some 
of the long holders of May seed were 
liquidating their lines, and this was the 
belief expressed by most of the trade, 
though probably the bulk of the liquida- 
tion of that option either already has 
taken place or will come in the near fu- 
ture. The changing over from May to 
July is not very aggressive in its move- 
ment as yet, but as the month of May 
approaches there is no doubt that there 
will be more of this class of trading go- 
ing on. The coming of the period of open 
navigation will undoubtedly result in 
some of the Eastern owners of seed in 
the Northwest taking their holdings out 
of Duluth, where stocks have shown some 
accumulation the past week. The aggre- 
gate supply of seed in store in the North- 
west, however, is not as heavy as it was 
at this time last year. Considering the 
unsettled condition in the oil trade, how- 
ever, the present market price of seed is 
fully as high as the price last year, 
though by actual comparison seed values 
are now under the levels of a year ago. 
The liquidation of seed, which some of 
the trade profess to expect within the 
next few weeks, should force prices to 
still lower levels, though the market has 
held remarkably firm in the face of some 
short selling of considerable volume with- 
in the past month. Many of the shorts in 
the market are in a state of unrest. They 
have seen the market act nervously in 
the face ‘of short selling, and at odd 
times this nervousness has given way to 
a fright which has forced the shorts into 
the market on covering operations. The 
situation now appears to be open for 
every one. At least it does not appear 
that there is any great control by one in- 
terest, though some of the big crushers 
are probably liberally filled up with seed. 
It may be doubted whether or not they 
would consent to let go of their seed even 
on the hard spots in the market unless 
the prices were boosted to much higher 
levels than the ones at which they are 
now selling. At present the market is a 
waiting one. The crushers are taking 
cash seed for their immediate needs, 
though of course they have bought 
against future sales of oil. The state of 
the latter market, however, is such that 
there is little contracting for future de- 


livery, and it may therefore well be 
doubted if the amount of seed hedged 
against sales of oil for future delivery 


is anywhere near as heavy as it generally 
is at this time of the year. 

Speculation as to the probable acreage 
of seed goes merrily on. There is some 
trading in October seed now, but it is 
not of great importance, and can be little 
more than speculative, for one man’s 
opinion as to what the market will be 
when that month rolls around is as good 
as another’s, and, to use a Hibernianism, 
“sometimes a blamed sight better.’’ It is 
needless to say that the trade generally 
expects that there will be a lighter acre- 
age than there was last year, for the con- 
ditions in the trade all show this as the 
wise thing to expect How much the 
acreage will be curtailed is another mat- 
ter. If there should suddenly be a re- 
vivification of the oil trade this would 
stimulate seed prices to go to higher 
levels, and in this even the shortage 
might not he very great. But with the 
oil trade at low ebb and other grains and 
cereals selling at prices which make it 
more profitable to raise them it would 
seem as though the farmer would be 
tempting fate if thev sowed seed verv 
liberally. However, there is just enough 
uncertaintv about the amount of seed to 
be placed in the ground that it may of it- 
self result in there being a larger amount 
than any one has yet figured on. If a cer- 
tain farmer gets the idea that other 
farmers are not going to sow as much 
seed he may decide that the shortage will 
be sufficient to justify him in putting in 
more seed, and this reasoning among a 
number of farmers and the three great 
flax-producing States of the Northwest 
may add enough seed to unset the calcu- 
lations of the wise pronhets on ‘Change

LINSEED OIL.—Demand is just a little 
better than it was last week, though the 
improvement is nothing to brag about, 
and the inquiry has not reached such pro- 
portions that the crushers have been able 
to advance prices the slightest. The job- 
bing trade is buying a little more oil than 
they did recently, and here and there a 
paint grinder is showing signs of coming 
to life, though thus far contracting is a 
thing to be spoken of only in the past 
tense. Some of the paint grinders are be- 
ginning to inquire about prices and a few 
of them are buying a little oil for imme- 
diate needs, indicating that some of the 
contracts under which they have been re- 
ceiving their oil thus far this season 
have about been exhausted. If general 
trade conditions were better this would 
mean a picking up in the contract end of 
the trade, for as soon as the paint men 
find themselves running to the end of 
their contracts they generally begin feel- 
ing the sentiment of the crushers as to 
the possibility of furnishing oil. But the 
trade conditions in all lines of business 
are far from being encouraging, and the 
paint men do not know the amount of 
painting that will be done during the 
summer months. There has been much 
of this work, usually done in the spring, 
that has been put off from time to time, 
but now good weather is probably at 
hand and outdoor painting should im- 
prove, if it is going to improve at all, be- 
fore next fall. In the meantime crushers 



























are quoting oil at the same price in car 
lots that was quoted last week, the gen- 
eral schedule being 38c., though there 
has been selling within the last week at 
sie. However, the better tone in the 
trade is likely to wipe out the lower 
tigure if the improvement continues in 
the same ratio that it has the past two 
weeks, 

LINSEED CAKE.—A good demand ex- 
ists for cake, the market being about as 
it was last week. Prompt and nearby 
shipments are being traded in to some ex- 
tent and crushers are still more or less 
busy with some of the old commitments. 
The life of the cake trade means the 
holding up of prices for seed, and it is 
probably this alone that has prevented a 
slump in seed values much sharper than 


any declines that thus far have been 
registered. Though Europe is receiving 


Argentine seed freely, and the indications 
are that the last crop is far ahead of that 
of the previous year in peint of volume, 
there is no congestion of cake stocks at 
the principal central points.

LARD.—Unusual interest has been mani- 
fested in all the provision list, and the 
market has been active the past week, 
with buying both for speculation and for 
investment very liberal. The fluctuations 
in the hog market, where prices were 
subjected to almost as many and as rapid 
changes as usually are registered in grain 
prices in the pit, gave the provision spec- 
ulators something on which to work and 
there was a remarkable amount of scalp- 
ing during the week. Offerings of lard 
have been liberal and demand active. 
Foreign advices appeared to favor the 
holders more than usual. Shipments have 
been fair, and there has been a com- 
paratively active demand on foreign ac- 
count, Local supplies showed a very ma- 
terial increase for March, the added num- 
ber of tierces being about 19,000, though 
the world’s stocks did not show much 
change.

Mr. Peters:—There are different ideas as 
to value. There are gentlemen who 
manufacture paints out of much cheaper 
material than goes into the paints which 
we sell, who regard their paints as fully 
equal to anything made from linseed oil 
und white lead, 

Mr. Richardson:—How would you 
that? 

Mr. Peters:—I would label it just what 
it is. If a man thinks barytes is better 
than white lead, he has a perfect right to 
buy it and use it, 

Mr. Richardson:—Certainly, a man has 
a right to buy anything he pleases. If a 
man wants to buy an inferior paint and 
use it he has a right to do so, 

Mr. Peters:—I do not say that it is in- 
ferior. Il say that it is cheaper. 

Mr, Richardson:—He may buy an 
ferior grade and use it if he wants to. 

Mr. Peters:—A cheaper grade. Possibly 
it is superior. I will not pretend to say 
in regard to that. But what I| say in re- 
gard to this legislation and the purpose 
of it, is that it is to give the consumer, 
the buyer, an opportunity to know what 
he is buying, and an opportunity to com- 
pare, because he cannot analyze or tell in 
any way except by putting his paint on 
something, and then it is too late to 
test it. 

Mr. Richardson:

Mr. Peters:—I cannot analyze anything, 
myself. 

Mr. Richardson:—Is it possible 
chemist to analyze varnish? 

Mr. Peters:—It is not possible to make 
an analysis of varnish that really tells 
anything, but the thing we are asking for 
in this legislation is a bill that will re- 
quire honest labeling, and it is up to each 
manufacturer to prove to the satisfaction 
of the consumer that the ingredients 
which he uses in his goods are better 
than the ingredients which somebody else 
uses, and it is up to the consumer to say 
which of these combinations he prefers to 
have; but unless he has some means of 
judging of the combination of two things 
he has no means of comparing their 
value, 

Mr. Richardson:—Then it becomes 
practical, as a general proposition? 

Mr. Peters:—No, I think the labels are 
very practical, because it gives a man an 
opportunity to compare. He can educate 
himself. There is no other way he can 
judge. All cans look alike to the buyer, 
you know. Two cans of white paint will 
look alike to the consumer or to any man 

oO does not .investigate or analyze 
them, and unless the label shows him 
what is in those two paints and he can 
compare them he has no meuns of learn- 
ing their comparative value. Do I make 
myself clear on that point? 

Mr. Richardson:—Yes. 

Mr. Peters:—In the main those 
objections—the criticisms—that I have to 
Mr. Marshall's bill, The bill which we 
adopted at Cincinnati, which we rreed 
upon at Philadelphia, and which was in- 
dorsed by my convention at Cincinnati, 
is practically identical with this other bill 
which is before you.

If in package form and the contents 
are not stated plainly and correctly in terms 
of net weight or measure on the outside of the 
package. 

A similar provision was stricken out of 
the pure food bill, the theory being that 
while the canner might put in full weight 
and measure at the time of canning, ow- 
ing to leakage or evaporation or some 
other cause it would not hold its meas- 
ure, and therefore the canner ought not 
to be put under penalty on account of 
that fact. Is there a like leakage possi- 
ble in the case of paint? 

Mr. Peters:—There is none that I know 
of in the case of canned paints. In the 
case of paints put in wood there is likely 
to be a soakage, which would not affect 
the gross weight, but would affect the 
net weight of the package, or rather of 
its contents. 

Mr, Sherman:—The idea was that the 
can was sold as a can of the size that the 
ordinary housewife had become accus- 
tomed to in case of foods rather than as 
a package which contained any specific 
quantity, either in measure or in weight. 

Mr. Esch:—My understanding of one of 
the provisions, whether it was the one 
you had stricken out or not I do not 
know, was that it required the weight 
or quantity to be stated, and if that were 
done and there was any falling off from 
that there would be liability.

kinds of paper and cotton goods, so heavily 
weighted with the cheapest of ‘‘inert’’ material; 
also carpets, woolen and other cloths, yarns, 
ropes, twines, soap, putty, hardware and metal 
goods, jewelry, or cement—on the proper manu- 
facture and mixing of which depend not only 
property interests, but the lives of great 
numbers of people. Why should not a label 
be put on every cake or bar of soap used in 
this country as well as every half-pint can of 
paint or quarter-pound can of Prussian blue or 
vil, or indeed any kind of paint. Surely soap 
much more importance to health. The 
people at large are not asking for this law, 
but some special interests which cannot be 
traced may possibly be back of it, and those 
who will be the most affected by its enforce- 
ment do not seem to realize the geerious conse 
quences almost sure to follow 
There ought to be general 
at least attempt to prevent the evils referred 
tu, but if not feasible, why could not a bill 
be reported similar to what we are considering 
and make it apply in its general provisions 
as regards adulteration to pure white lead, pure 
spirits turpentine and pure linseed oil, and 
make it apply to the painter or user of euch 
articles as well as the manufacturer or handler 
All of the acts referred to ignore the painter

the good name and reputation of the muanufac 
turer, and common business shrewdness, to 
say nothing of a high business standard, would 
indicate that this manufacturer when he puts 
his name on his goods would put out only 
such articles as would do the work in the most 
efficient manner. Oftentimes, second and third 
rate goods are put out to meet competing 
prices, but the name of the manufacturer is 
not as a rule upon the packages, and any one 
who buys such goods buys them on his ewn 
risk, just the same as a man buys a fake min 
ing steck or a horse at auction, Some are

The concern in which | am a stockholder and 
director has many formulas which have been 
obtained after years of research, experiment 
and large expense. It is not fair to us to be 
compelled to give these to the world with no 
recompense, and no injustice whatever is done 
by not doing so, whereas much loss indeed 
may follow should this be done under pres 
sure. This is true of very many other manu 
facturers, not only in our line, but in other 


branches of industry throughout the country. 
In the matter of pure food, drugs, ete., af 

fecting the health of the people, it is possible 

that the particular rights of the comparatively 


few could be confiscated, especially in = an 
emergency, in order to save the many. Such 
action, however, cannot be advocated in the 
matter of paint manufacturers, as their goods 
as a rule do not affect the health of the peo 
ple. Our industry should not be picked out 
from all others for a law like this, and while 
I feel sure that we as a rule are perfectly 
willing to favor any reasonably fair legislation

You will understand, gentlemen, that in op 
posing a general labeling law, [ am doing it 
as an individual—a jobber and manufactures 
and I am convince that muen injustice and 
loss not yet thought of will result with no 
correspon ling advantages, and I earnestly be 
seech you to give the whole subject the most 
careful consideration, to the end that the 
interests of the people shall be safeguarded 
and no injustice done to those most vitally 
interested. 

Dr. Toch, who was the next witness, 
protested against that feature of the 
Marshall bill which he said required the 
labeling of varnishes. Illustrating the | 
difficulties in the way, he said that while 


salt and water could be mixed together 
and the ingredients afterwards resolved 
into their original form, it Was not pos- 
sible to mix together a chicken, a lot of 
vegetables and water, and then to re- 
solve them into their original condition. 
In other words, he said, the manufacture 








of varnish was a nonreversible chemical 
process. Some of the materials were de- 
stroyed and others were changed so that 
if a can of varnish should be labeled with 
the materials used in its manufacture no 
possible analysis known to the science of 
chemistry would disclose their presence in 
the proportions in which they were orig- 
inally used. ‘To require varnish to be 
labeled, he said, was inane. He also ob- 
jected to the use of the term “inferior 
materials’? as found in the provision of 
the Marshall bill relating to adulteration, 
No one could say, he contended, what was 
an inferior quality without the establish- 
ment of a standard. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, which was able to buy 
the best materials procurable, used enor- 
mous quantities of a special paint manu- 
factured of what would probably be re- 
garded as inferior materials and yet, al- 
though this paint was applied to freight 
cars and was obliged to stand a severe 
test, it was found very efficient. 

The chairman then recognized Mr. Rob- 
ert S. Perry, of Philadelphia, and asked 
him who he represented, Mr, Perry said:— 

I am speaking by the request of Mr. Stern 
for the Paint Manufacturers’ Association and 
I also wish to present my own personal view on 
one or two of these points. Gentlemen, you 
have heard objections to this bill from manu 
facturers this afternoon. I want to speak of 
some of the advantages of a national law. I 
also want to point out some objections to the 
Marshall bill. Mr. Marshall stated this morn- 
ing that the difference between the Dalzell bill 
and the Marshall bill was small, and there was 
more of a difference than there was a strong 
discrimination between them. Gentlemen, there 
are three objections from my point of view as 
a manufacturer to the Marshall bill Doctor 
Toch has taken up two of them, clause b of 
section 7, which purports to set up a standard, 
and thereby deals with the question of adul- 
teration and the question of varnish, the ques 





tion of analyzing varnish, while Mr. Somers 
has taken up the question of the wrong done 
the manufacturer and the impracticability of 
analyzing dry colors. I agree absolutely 


with Doctor Toch in what he has said as 
to the impracticability of analyzing the 
varnish and putting the composition § of 
the varnish on the label. I agree with 
Doctor Toch absolutely, and with the other 
gentlemen who have spoken against this bill, 
in regard to clause b of section 7, which states 
that for the purposes of this act a paint shall 
be considered adulterated if it contains any- 
thing of inferior quality. I agree with Mr. 


Somers that it is not right or practical to have 
the composition of dry colors when sold as 
such, given on a package. If you gentlemen 
will look at the Dalzell bill, which represents 
the wishes of a certain large group of manu- 
facturers for their protection, which repre 
sents the wishes of the legislative committee 
of the distributors of paints, the ‘alers and 
jobbers of the United States in their stores over 
the country, and which represents the wishes 
of the master painters of this country, you will 
find none of these objections which Mr. Toch 
and Mr. Somers have made. I want to be very 
clear, gentlemen, in drawing your attention to 
the fact that in the Dalzell bill there are none 
of these objectionable things which have been 
covered by the manufacturrs. 

Having covered that question, I want to go to 
the question which has been raised here repeat- 
edly to-day as to the necessity of labeling 
paints. Doctor Ladd has told you this morning 
that the State needed to protect its citizens in 
North Dakota against paints which committed 
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a fraud upon the public, coming into the State 
from mail-order houses and department stores, 
This is not a small matter; it is a big matter, 
and means a great wrong to the public. I can 
ulso state that there are manufacturers of paint

Mr. Bartlett:—You stated you were in 


favor of the Dalzell bill, and that did not 
provide for disclosing the constituent 
parts of coloring materials.

Mr. Ferry:—That provides for the an- 
alysis of the finished goods, not the an- 
alysis of the dry color sold as such, and 


therefore does not disclose the analysis of 











the dry color as such. That is the essen- 
tial difference between the Marshall bill 
and the Dalzell bill. 

Mr, Kennedy:—That is, after the dry 
color is manufactured, the Dalzell bill 
merely requires the weight of the dry 
coloring matter? 

Mr. Perry:—The percentage,

coloring matter? 

Mr. Perry:—And down below a general 
analysis of it; the general constituents 
of it. But it does not bring out the 


secrets of the dry color manufacturer, 1 
agree with Mr. Somers in his objection as 
raised to the clause of the Marshall bill.

We want 
a bill like the Marshall bill as modified 
in the Dalzell bill, which will protect the 
uverage citizen, the buyer, and we want 


it because it will help us to protect our- 


selves, 
Mr. Richardson:—L[ cannot understand 
why you want it especially as to paints, 


and you do not want it to apply to any- 





thing else or everything else? 

Mr. Perry:—I am very glad you raised 
that question, You seem to have it on 
your mind, 

Mr. Richardson:—I have it constantly in 
mind. I cannot get it out of my mind. 

Mr. Perry:—Paint is sold, like food 
products, in closed packages. 

Mr. Richardson:—l am in favor of the 
pure food law, too. 

Mr. Perry:—I am going to show you 


why paint is akin in necessity of protec- 


tion of the citizen buyer, in requiring a 
label. Paint is sold in a closed, sealed 
and soldered package. The buyer cannot 


feel it like the undershirt you spoke of, or 


like the horse that you spoke of, but he 
has to take the advertisement of the 
manufacturer, he has to take that glow- 


ing label as his entire information as to 
what is in that package. He is buying a 
pig in a poke; he is swapping jack-knives 
sight unseen with the other fellow, and 
the other fellow has seen both knives. 
He puts that paint on a house, and in 
three years he finds that he has received 


i piece of bad goods, with deception, He 
cannot find out, perhaps, for three years. 
When he goes to repaint, he finds that 
first paint had a dope in it, and the new 
paint he bought will not stand. As Prof. 
Ladd said this morning, he is gray-head- 
ed by the time he gets wise to everything 
in the paint business, if he tries to learn 
all about it. 

I think if a manufacturer puts his prod- 
ucts up in a sealed package, as in the 
case of foods and paints, if the customer 
has no opportunity of knowing the value 
of the goods except by the label, then 
there should be a label on it. I assure 
you that the one thing the buyer needs to 
know is the value of the materials in that 
package, what their value is. A man can 
put up a paint with 80 per cent. of barytes, 
which costs less than a cent a pound, 
and 20 per cent. of white lead, which costs 
six cents a pound, and he can sell the 
mixture, if he chooses, for six or seven 
cents a pound, and the customer, as the 
master painters have said here, cannot 
tell the difference until three years later, 
when he finds that he was defrauded, 
He needs that label. As Mr. Dewar of 
the master painters said. we sell one hun- 
dred millions of gallons of paint each 
year, worth over one hundred millions of 
dollars. The short weight and _ short 
measure, outside of this question of the 
value of the stuff in it, amounts to about 
fifteen millions of dollars a year that is 
taken out of the buyers of the United 
States. The amount of money that is 
represented by the customer thinking that 
he is getting a better material than he is 
getting far exceeds fifteen million dollars 
a year. In any other business than that 
of paint, IT would say that vou have got 
to leave the American citizen to his own 
judgment. But you put it in a sealed 
package, and he cannot exercis any 
judgment. He cannot hire a chemist to 
find out what is in that package after he 
ovens it. It is a purely technical thing. 











Force the manufacturer to put on the 
package the essential formula and an- 
alvsis of that material. 

Mr. Richardson:—Did you hear what 


these gentlemen said, that varnish cannot 
be analyzed? 

Mr. Perry:—I absolutely know that. The 
Dalzell ,bill does not require varnish to 
be analyzed. 


The Chairman:—Your ten minutes has 
expired. 
Mr. Perry:—Thank you, gentlemen, 


Jerome W. Frank then made a_ short 
statement with regard to the difficulties in 


the way of analyzing varnishes. He 
said:— 
Mr. Frank:—I have been brought into this 


controversy of the varnish experts, and I would 


say that I have had about twenty years’ ex- 
perience in a varnish factory, where | have 
given all my time and my knowledge and my 


study on these matters, and, with almost every- 
body who is familiar with the industry as a 
chemist or a practical man, I indorse the state- 
ment of Dr. Toch that it is absolutely impos- 
sible to analyze a varnish; so that if clause b 
is passed you would require us to do an im- 
possible thing. I would like to take you through 
a varnish factory and point out the changes 
that take place in the material. You take 125 
pounds of fossil gum. That is a chemical com- 
position, so that if you take one small piece of 
it and cut it in four parts you get four re- 
sults. You put that 125 pounds of fossil gum 
in your kettle and fuse it, and then it is all 
one. Then you take oil and add it to the gum, 
and in the process of the boiling of the oil the 
chemical constitution of that is changed. Now 
you have two articles whose chemical constitu- 
tion is changed, neither of them capable or pos- 
sible of analysis. By their mixture you get as 





a result a third product unlike either of the 
products that went into it. Now, what that 
third product is they do not know, whether it 
is a physical mixture or a chemical composi- 
tion or body. The heat is run up to 160 de- 
grees, which causes indeterminable changes, 
Then the kettle is drawn down to 140 or 150 


degrees, and turpentine is added. Benzine often 
is adde and that being more volatile, there 
is an indeterminable quantity of evaporation, 
which is controlled by atmospheric conditions, 
which also enter very largely into the manu- 
facture of varnish. Then this material, con- 
taining dirt and oil and turpentine and dryers, 
is passed through a filter press, where there is 
a further loss of all of the mineral matter and 
some of the combined organic matter, and there 
is some further evaporation. Then it goes into 





a tank for storage purposes and ageing. As 
that cannot be hermetically sealed, there is a 
further evaporation there. Thus you get an 
entirely different product, when the material 


is finished, from the materials which were used 
in the original making of the gum. 
Now, all men who work in varnishes know 


that to attempt an analysis of varnish is out 
of the question. About a year ago the Na- 
tional Association of Varnish Manufacturers 





determined to send samples of varnishes made 
up on formulae which were to be sent to the 
secretary of the association, and these samples 
were to be submitted to three chemists not di- 
rectly interested in the industry, but chemists 
having a national reputation as knowing oils 
and varnishes, who stand very high in the pro- 
fession as organic chemists, gentlemen who 
have had a great deal of experience in formu- 
lating varnishes, and these samples were sent 
to them, and I submit as an exhibit their re- 
ports. You will find that none of them agree; 
none of them come anywhere within a rational 


limit of the exact proportions of the ingre- 
dients. Many of them find materials which 
never entered into the varnish, and others do 


materials which ought to have been 
there I think this will be conclusive as to the 
impossibility of analyzing a varnish. 

Mr. Bartlett:—What proportion of the 
material is it that you speak of as being 
lost? 

Mr. Frank:—That varies with the melt 
of the gum, and the treatment of the oil. 


not find 





Mr. Bartlett:—There is no average? 

Mr. Frank:—There is no average. I 
have tried since last August to get an 
average of our grades. A certain num- 


ber of trials will show a certain average, 
and three days later under different 
weather conditions, the same number of 
tests will show an entirely different re- 
sult, higher or lower. 

Sigmund Zeissler contended that, al- 
though Mr. Marshall and Prof, Ladd re- 
garded the Marshall bill merely as a 
abeling bill, which did not prevent the 
manufacture of any kind of paint, never- 
theless by providing against the use of 
“inferior materials’’ the general chair- 
acter of the measure was changed and 
it became a _ so-called pure paint bill. 
The courts he id would hold that 
cheap materials cannot be used, and 
without regard to the opinions of Mr. 
Marshall, Prof. Ladd or Prof, Wiley, the 
manufacturers and dealers would find 
that this was a government of laws and 
not of man. He also protested against 
extending the terms of the bill to var- 
nishes, as it was impossible for the var- 
nish manufacturer to do what the paint 
maker could easily do. 

The hearing closed with a statment by 
Orison B. Smith, of J. Lee Smith & 
Company, who opposed the bill on the 
ground that it would ‘“‘make criminals 
of manufacturers who might make mis- 
takes or whose employes might make 
mistakes.”’” Mr. Smith attacked the so- 
called lead trust, which he said was 
greatly interested in the passage of the 
Marshall bill. 

Upon the conclusion of the hearings 
Chairman Sherman stated that, if it was 
desired by the friends or opponents of 
the Marshall bill, additional hearings 
would be given at some future date to 
be fixed hereafter. 

Marshall Honest Paint Bill as Re- 
vised. 

The perfected Marshall bill agreed upon 





after the hearings, at conferences be- 
tween its author and leading represen- 
tatives of the trade, on Tuesday and 
Wednesday of this week, was re-intro- 
duced in the House on Wednesday and 
again referred to the Committee on In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce. The 
full text of the bill is as follows:, the

Mr. Marshall introduced the following bill; 
which was referred to the Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce and ordered to be 
printed. 

A BILL 
For preventing the manufacture, sale or trans 
portation of adulterated or unlabeled paint, 
turpentine or linseed oil. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Americ 
in Congress assembled, That it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to manufacture, within 
any territory or the District of Columbia, any 
paint, turpentine, or linseed oil which is adul- 
terated or unlabeled within the meaning of 
this act; and any person who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this section shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and for each offensé shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be fined not to exceed 
five hundred dollars or shall be sentenced to 
one year's imprieonment, or both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court, 
and for each subsequent offense and conviction 














fined not less than one thou- 
sand dollars or sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment, or both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 2. That the introduction into any State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia from 
any other State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia or from any foreign country or ship- 
ment to any foreign country of any paint, 
turpentine, or linseed oil which is adulterated 
or unlabeled within the meaning of this act 
is hereby prohibited; and any person who shall 
ship or deliver for shipment from any State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia to any 
other State or Territory or the District of Co- 
lumbia or to a foreign country, or who shall 
receive in any State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia from any other State or Territoy 
or the District of Columbia or foreign country. 
and having so received shall deliver in original 
unbroken packages, for pay or otherwise, or 
offer to deliver to any other person any such 
article eo adulterated or unlabeled within the 
meaning of this act, or any person who shall 
sell or offer for sale in the District of Columbia 
or the Territories of the United States any 
such adulterated or unlabeled articles, or ex- 
port or offer to export the same to any foreign 
country, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
for such offense be fined not exceeding two 
hundred dollars for the first offense, and, upon 
conviction for each subsequent offense not ex 
ceeding three hundred dollars or be imprisoned 
not exceeding one year, or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court: Provided, That any paint, 
turpentine, and linseed oil shall not be deemed 
adulterated or required to be labeled within 
the provision of this act when intended for 
exportation to foreign countries and when not 
in conflict with the laws of the foreign country 
to which intended to be shipped; but if any of 
said articles shall in fact be sold or offered 
for sale for domestic use or consumption then 
this proviso shall not operate as an exemption

from any of the other provisions of this act: 
And provided further, That nothing in this 
act ehall prohibit a manufacturer of paint, 


turpentine, or linseed oil to sell upon a written 
contract to a consumer, for use only on prod- 
ucts of his own manufacture, goods unlabeled 
as to their ingredients but bearing conspicu- 
ously the printed statement that they are made 
in accordance with a private formula: Pro- 
vided, That no paint, turpentine, or linseed oil 
made in accordance with a private formula, 
under a written contract, shall be sold by the 
consignee or used upon any buildings. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary 


of Commerce and Labor shall make uniform 
rules and regulations for carrying out the 
provisions of this act, INCLUDING PRO- 
VISION FOR FAIR DISPOSITION OF 
STOCKS ON HAND AT THE TIME THIS 
ACT TAKES EFFECT; AND including the 


collection and examination of paint, turpentine, 
and linseed oil manufactured or offered for 
sale in the District of Columbia or in any 
Territory of the United States, or which shall 
be offered for sale in unbroken packages in any 
State other than that in which they shall have 
been respectively manufactured or produced, 
or which shall be received from any foreign 
country or intended for shipment to any foreign 
country, or which may be submitted for ex- 
amination by the chief health, food, or drug 
officer or agent of any State, Territory, or 
the District of Columbia, or at any domestic or 
foreign port through which such product is 
offered for interstate commerce or for export 
or import between the United States and any 
foreign port or country. 

See. 4. That the examinations of such speci- 
mens shall be made in the Bureau of Chemistry 
of the Department of Agriculture, or under the 
direction and supervision of such bureau, for 
the purpose of determining from such examina- 
tions whether such articles are adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of this act; 
and if it shall appear from any such examina- 
tion that any such specimens is adulterated or 
improperly labeled within the meaning of this 


act, the Secretary of Agriculture shall cause 
notice thereof to be given to the party from 
whom such sample was obtained. Any party 


so notified shall be given an opportunity to be 
heard, under such rules and regulations as may 
be prescribed as aforesaid, and if it appears 
that any of the provisions of this act have 
been violated by such party, then the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall at once certify the facts 
to the proper United States district attorney, 
with a copy of the results of the analysis or 
the examination of such article, duly authen- 
ticated by the analyst or officer making such 
examination under the oath of such officer. 
After judgment of the court, notice shall be 
given by publication in such manner as may 
be preseribed by the rules and regulations 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of each dis- 
trict attorney to whom the Secretary of Agri- 
culture shall report any violation of this act, 
or to whom any health or food or drug officer 
or agent of any State, Territory or the District 
of Columbia shall present satisfactory evidence 
of any such violation, to cause appropriate pro- 
ceedings to be commenced and prosecuted in 
the proper courts of the United States, without 
delay, for the enforcement of the penalties 
as in such case herein provided, 

Sec. 6. (a) The term ‘‘paint’’ as used in this 
act shall include all pigments, dry or in any 
kind of oil, or any substance or compound used

Saturday Noon, April 11, 1908. 

Little has developed duing the past 
week to inspire increased interest in 
the chemical market. The advent of 
spring has not brought with it the 
usual influx of new orders that gen- 
erally accompany the beginning of 
warmer weather and, with the excep- 
tion of blue vitriol, chemicals in this 
department that are used for agricul- 
tural purposes have been only in mod- 
erate request. Generally speaking con- 
sumers hang to the old method of pur- 
chasing from hand to mouth and, as 
long as current requirements are re- 
plenished, there is little interest given 
to future necessities. It is reported 
that supplies in consuming hands at 
present are exceptionally light and that 
any improvement in the demand for 
finished products would undoubtedly 
influence an active buying movement 
of extensive volume. Reviewing the 
situation for the week, there has been 
an absence of important price changes, 
Arsenic and oxalic acid have displayed 
an easier tendency, but values are 
nominally unchanged. The continued 
light demand for nitrate of lead has 
influenced slightly lower prices on 
spot. Red arsenic is quoted lower with 
offerings somewhat freer. Accumula- 
tions of bleach have imparted an 
easier tone to the market but importers 
maintain former views. Competition 
has been responsible for lower prices 
in nitric and sulphuric acid. A de- 
tailed market report of the principal 
chemicals is indicated below, also the 
Liverpool, London and Antwerp chemi- 
cal markets. 


Heavy Chemicals, 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
market remains about the same as last 
reported with the exception of an ad- 
ditional export demand ‘or small lots. 
Seasonable weather has influenced a 
freer movement on contracts and the 
trade situation is said to be assuming 
a more settled condition. At the close 
goods were available on the basis of 
1.15c. for bulk, 1.25c, for kegs f. o. b. 
works, and an advance of .20c. all 
around for goods delivered in this sec- 
tion, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Deliveries 
on outstanding contracts are said to be 
moving in fair volume, but aside from 
this the movement is only moderate 
and buyers are confining their pur- 
chases to moderate lots. The tone of 
the market is a shade easier but im- 
porters maintain former views. Goods 
are available at 1.25c. for small quan- 
tities and car lots at 1.15@1.20c. and up 
for standard makes, according to seller 
and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Contract deliveries 
have been supplying the requirements 
of the large consumers and the move- 
ment is said to be generally increasing 
owing to a gradual improvement in 
trade conditions. Small additional sales 
have been quite frequent both for do- 
mestic and foreign consumption. Prices 
are steady on the basis of 1.75@1.80c. 
and .10c. higher for 60 per cent. f. 0, b. 
works, as to quantity and terms of sale. 
Powdered is quoted at 2%@3c., as to 
test, quantity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—The situation presents 
a quiet appearance, with little business 
reported aside from regular contract 
shipments.

Manufacturers maintain former 
views on the basis of .40@42c., accord- 
ing to quantity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—Naturally the demand 
shows gradual improvement as the ad- 
vent of warm weather approaches. 
Regular contract shipments are pass- 
ing more freely into consuming chan- 
nels and, aside from these, a fair sea- 
sonable business has been done in 
moderate lots for current requirements. 
Prices are unchanged on the basis of 
.60c. and up f. o. b. for barrels, less 
the usual discount terms. Moderate 
quantities of concentrated are avail- 
able on the basis of 1%c, and up, ac- 
coming to quantity, seller and terms of 
Sale, 

SODA ASH.—Although market con- 
ditions are generally quiet, there is said 
to be gradual improvement noted in 
the demand both for spot and future 
requirements. Shipments to the glass, 
paper and soap industries are said to 
show a material falling off when com- 
pared with last year, but even so, an 
enormous amount of goods is passing 
into consuming channels and no ac- 
cumulations are reported at distribu- 
ting points. Light 58 per cent. in bags 
is quoted at 77%c. in car lots, and less 
than car lots up to 92%c., on the basis

ALUM.—Deliveries on old contracts 
are going forward in fair volume, but 
aside from these, the demand is only 
moderate and buyers appear content to 
confine their purchases to such quanti- 
ties as are needed for current use.

Sales are conducted 
on the basis of 4%c, for drums, 5%c, for 
carboys in car lots, and the usual ad- 
vance for less quantities, as to package 
and terms of sale, for 26 degrees. 

ARSENIC.—This market continues 
to present an easy appearance under 
the absence of important demand. Sup- 
plies are rather free on spot, but the 
large importers are maintaining for- 
mer views for round lots at the bc. 
basis. In some quarters it was learned 
that jobbing lots were available at 5c. 
and it was intimated that better could 
be done on a firm bid. Red arsenic is 
said to be offered more freely and 
values are a shade easier at 74c. There 
has been an absence of new develop- 
ments relating to the general situation. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The demand con- 
tinues active with good business re- 
ported both for prompt and forward 
requirements.

Saturday Noon, April 11, 1908. 
Conservatism is the most salient fea- 
ture in this market. There has been 
no inclination among consumers to de- 
part from this policy and from pres- 
ent appearances there is little pros- 
pect of good live trading for some time. 
Prices generally conform with these 
conditions, having settled to a fairly 
uniform basis. The few changes that 
nave occurred in the list are traceable 
to outside influences rather than any 
change in the domestic situation. 
Sumac furnishes such an instance the 
advance of $2 per ton being due to 
cables of stronger markets abroad. 
Antimony salt is irregular and feature- 
less as*is egg albumen, the latter be- 
ing in heavy spot supply. Dextrine is 
unaltered and featureless. Gambier is 
statistically well placed, but continues 
easy owing to the sluggish movement. 
Myrobolams are dull on spot sales, but 
record exceptionally heavy import re- 
ceipts and deliveries on existing con- 
tracts; additional arrivals to the ex- 
tent of several thousand bags coming 
in during the week. Starch is steady 
and firm. Tin crystals are strong but 
quotably unaltered. Turmeric and zine 
dust are quiet and without interest. 

ALBUMEN.—Competitive selling is 
still responsible for a great deal of 
price cutting, but otherwise the situa- 
tion is much the same as last reported. 
Supplies are heavy, so that no imme- 
diate change from present conditions 
is looked for. For the lots of egg al- 
bumen taken over 55@70c. are nominal 
quotations. Blood albumen is excep- 
tionally dull and quotably unaltered at 
20@28c., rccording to seller and quan- 
tity. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Buyers 
were scarcely more in evidence than 
during preceding weeks. Few sales 
were put through outside of odd job- 
bing parcels and the routine order of 
contract withdrawals. Prices are sta- 
tionary at 10@10.10c. for salt and 11% 
@i2ec. for oil. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—There is very 
little doing in the local market. Prices 
are inclined to irregularity and _ in- 
quiries placed with various dealers re- 
veal quite a difference of opinion as to 
the true value of the commodity. For 
moderate lots of 75 per cent. 17%c. is 
asked for 65 per cent. 154%@l6c. and 
for 47 per cent, 144@15c. 

BICHLORIDE OF  TIN.—Business 
has been light and the market without 
feature. Transactions are more 
numerous, but individually of slight 
importance. For the hand-to-mouth 
order of trade in progress the prices 
established last week continue in ef- 
fect at 9%@l10c. for 50 degree. 

BICHROMATES.—There has_ been 
the usual steady but dull market for 
bichromates and the present outlook 
gives no promise of an immediate in- 
crease in business. Prices are firm 
and unaltered at the former levels. 
Potash is quoted at 8%@9%c. and soda, 
according to quantity, at 74@7%c. 

COCHINEAL.—Dullness is still the 
predominating feature in this depart- 
ment. Very little has been added to 
local stocks by late receipts, but the 
light withdrawals have left spot sup- 
plies adequate for present demands. 
Prices have barely held at the former 
quotations of 41@42c. for rosy black, 
13@44c. for black and 44@47c. for Ten- 
eriffe silver. 

CUTCH.—The situation has changed 
to no extent since our preceding re- 
port. Trade is quiet and prices more 
or less nominal at 4@5c. for mat, 4%c. 
for boxes and 74%4@9c. for slabs. For- 
eign markets are also slow and devoid 
of interesting feature. Recent letter 
advices state that the shipments from 
Rangoon from January 1 to March 23 
to all parts were 2,000 tons, against 
2,400 tons in 1907, and 1,000 tons in 1906. 

DEX TRINES.—Consumption has in- 
creased to no noticeable degree, but 
dealers continue firm in their views 
nevertheless. Raw materials are steady 
and strong and there is no evidence of 
any probable break in prices. Potato 
is held as last quoted at 6@7c. for im- 
ported and 5@6c. for domestic. Corn 
dextrine is taken at the recent advance 
of $3.24 per hundred pounds for car 
lots and at $3.65 for lighter consign- 
ments. British gum quotes at $3.49 in 
large lots and up to $3.65 in small. 

GAMBIER.—No activity has devel- 
oped on any position, forward sales in 
particular being practically out of con- 
sideration. The greater part of recent 
arrivals are claimed to have gone into 
consumers’ hands on old agreements, 
deliveries having been delayed during 
the earlier months of the year. A very 
spirited demand would probably stiffen 
prices as the present statistical posi- 
tion of the market is naturally strong. 
Nothing is scheduled for arrival before 
May 1, and then only a 250 ton lot. 
The nearest shipments following are 
also described as comparatively light. 
No immediate resumption of buying is 
anticipated, however, so that values 
seem likely to remain in or about their 
present positions for sometime to come. 
Spot stuff in the store is obtainable at 
4c., and 3.80c. bids on small dock lots 
were rejected with 3.85@3.90c. asked. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
same inclination to withhold orders is 


apparent among consumers of tl 
product. Sales aside from regular c¢ 
tract deliveries are quite limited bo 
in number and size, while quotatio 
show no change. American brand 
barrels is held at $1.40@1.55 per ecw 
in car lots and kegs at $1.55@1.65. Ge 
man in casks remains at $1.85@2 and 
kegs at $2@2.25. 

INDIGO.—The market continyes e 
tremely quiet with practically no sal 
outside of regular contract withdray 
als to report. Textile manufacturi! 
interests are still operating within 
narrow zone and buy their supplie 
only as their current needs dictat 
Prices are purely nominal at the o 
figures, as follows:—Bengal, low grad 
55@65c.; Bengal, medium, 62%@75c 
high, T7%@90c.; Kurpahs, Habe 
Guatemala, 35@70c.; Manila, 45@50¢ 
Madras, 45@50c. London advices staf 
that the declarations for the Apr 
sales, to be held the 13th, prompt Jul 
10th were made last week, and com 
prised 750 chests, consisting of 48 
chests of Bengal, 199 of Kurdah, 25 ¢ 
Bombay and 55 chests of Madras dr 
leaf. The imports for the year up t 
February 29 were 521 chests, agains 
550 for a similar period in 1907, the de 
liveries 659, against 609 last year, an 
stock 1,893, against 1,719 of a year ago. 

MYROBOLAMS.—The volume oO 
trade shows but slight expansion 
Among the large holders of domesti 
supplies, however, there is reportec 
some additionalcontract business. Fron 
the heavy stocks recently taken on by 
certain importers it seems that there i 
an assured outlet for considerable stuff 
about 25,500 bags having arrived with 
in a comparatively short time. Price: 
are more or less nominal, but quote ir 
a general way at from $27 to $35 per 
ton, according to quantity, quality anc 
seller. Recipts for the week com- 
prised 6,669 bags and 1,978 pockets fo 
local account, arriving Wednesday pe 
steamer Mesaba, from London. 

NUTGALLS.—There is practically ne 
business to report, and consumers shoy 
no disposition to enter the market for 
more than their current requirements 
necessitate. Values are fairly steady ir 
the absence of business. Chinas, whict 
attract most attention, sell at 13@ 
l4c. and blue Aleppos, at 15%4@l17c 
The latter are quite stagnant, witt 
no regular call. 

PRUSSIATES.—The market remains 
very quiet, and attempts by dealers 
to stimulate purchasing interest by 
the usual methods have in most in 
stances fallen short of their object, 
Interest in future deliveries is en 
tirely lacking, and quotations barely 
steady at 15@l6c. for yellow, and 33@ 
35c. for red. Soda is held at the forme 
levels of 94%@9ec., according to quan 
tity and terms of sale. 

SAGO FLOUR.—The spot market is 
quite inanimate, both as regards re- 
eeipts and deliveries. The amount of 
stuff available is such that values can 
be pretty evenly maintained at the 
list levels of $1.95@2 for small lots, 
with heavier deliveries shaded, accord- 
ing to amount.

Twenty-seven per cent. quotes at $72@ 
73 and 29 per cent. at $77@78. Tannin 
interests are showing but slight in 
crease in output, and the general mar 
ket is dominated by dullness. Addi 
tional receipts on local docks during 
the week comprised a 250 bag lot Mon 
day, and a 1,008 bag lot Wednesday 
per steamer Ultonia, from Palermo. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—The trade this 
past week has not been active, but ¢ 
steady movement in small parcels was 
noted. Keg lots for current demands 
with regular contract withdrawals 
have constituted what business was 
recorded, with prices unmoved fron 
their old positions.
